The  regulations  for  the  clarification  of  lime  and  lemon 
juice  in  bond  have  again  been  altered  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  (p.  50). 

The  position  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
who  are  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  in  reference  to  the 
offices  of  the  Society  is  the  subject  of  a  note  on  p.  50. 

Merchants  in  Indian  opium  are  getting  alarmed  about 
the  glut  of  the  drug  in  the  Chinese  markets,  whereby  they 
are  losing  heavily.  The  position  is  the  subject  of  an 
editorial  article  on  p.  49.

A  London  Drug  Stores  Association  has  been  formed 
recently,  with  Mr.  J.  H.  Godfrey,  58  Birnam  Road, 
Tollington  Park,  N.,  as  Honorary  Secretary. 

At  the  Burton  Police  Court  on  June  4,  Thomas  Ottey, 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  remanded  on  400/.  bail  on  a 
charge  of  supplying,  on  May  13,  a  female  with  a  noxious 
drug  for  a  certain  purpose. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  objected  to  the  assessment  of  their 
new  premises  in  Market  Place,  Peterborough.  These 
were  assessed  at  350/.  gross  and  306/.  rateable.  The 
Union  Assessment  Committee  have,  however,  confirmed 
the  figures. 

The  new  register  of  Liverymen  of  the  City  of  London 
entitled  to  vote  at  elections  in  Common  Hall  shows  that 
the  Apothecaries  have  69  liverymen,  the  Distillers  42,  the 
Salters  175.  the  Spectacle-makers  314,  and  the  Wax- 
chandlers  34.

Mr.  Kitson, 
on  being  notified  that  his  tender  had  been  accepted, 
had  replied  pointing  out  that  the  carbolic  acid  offered 
by  him  was  of  his  own  manufacture  and  did  not 
comply  with  the  Council's  specification,  that  he  did  not 
trade  in  carbolic  acid,  and  asking  to  be  released  from  his 
contract. 

Analysts'  Beports. 

The  Middlesex  analyst  (Mr.  Edward  Bevan)  reports 
that    seventy-four    drug-samples     were    examined  last 


quarter.  Out  of  twenty-one  borax  samples  five  contained 
traces  of  arsenic,  and  two  0.04  grain  of  arsenic  per  lb. 
Another  sample  of  common  borax  also  contained  0.42 
grain  of  arsenic  per  lb.  In  connection  with  forty-two 
glycerin-of-borax  samples  it  was  found  that  seven  were 
deficient  in  borax  (from  19.5  to  67  per  cent.),  and  two 
were  deficient  in  regard  to  glycerin-content ;  in  two 
others  there  was  shortage  of  both  active  ingredients  (7  and 
9  per  cent,  glycerin,  and  24  and  88  per  cent,  borax) ;  one 
sample  consisted  of  glycerin  and  boric  acid.  One  sample 
of  strong  solution  of  ferric  chloride  was  taken  and  found 
to  be  10  per  cent,  under  strength.  Both  paregoric  samples 
tested  were  practically  devoid  of  the  active  ingredient — 
opium.

In  the  King's  Bench  Division.  Dublin,  on  June  3,  in  the 
case  in  which  Mr.  George  E.  Cain,  of  15  Silverwell  Street, 
Bolton,  a  commission  agent,  was  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  John 
McHugh,  chemist  and  druggist,  Strokestown,  co.  Ros- 
common, was  defendant,  application  was  made  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff  for  an  order  for  final  judgment  for 
17/.  18a.  9</. ,  alleged  to  be  due  as  balance  on  foot  of  com- 
missions executed  by  the  plaintiff  and  for  money  paid.  On 
behalf  of  the  defendant  it  was  pleaded  that  the  amount 
claimed  was  in  respect  of  gaming  or  betting  transactions. 
Mr.  Justice  Wright  refused  the  application,  with  measured 
costs  of  4/.  4«.  against  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  R.  ('.  Chapman,  Ph.C,  Donegal,  presided  at  the 
Simps  Act  meeting  held  in  that  town  (C.  it-  D.,  June  1, 
index  folio  797),  and  sends  us  particulars  of  the  steps 
taken  in  regard  to  early  closing.  Although,  owing  to  the 
size  of  the  town,  the  Shops  Act  does  not  apply  to  Donegal, 
a  strong  feeling  was  expressed  for  a  vote  to  be  taken  on 
parliamentary  lines.  Accordingly  two  sets  of  voting- 
papers  were  prepared,  one  for  spirit  merchants  and  the 
other  for  ordinary  traders,  grocers,  drapers,  etc.  Twenty- 
two  spirit  merchants  voted,  and  only  two  were  against 
having  a  half-holiday,  while  but  six  traders  out  of  fifty 
were  against  the  half-holiday,  about  ten  taking  no  part  in 
the  ballot.  Tt  was  then  explained  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  apply  to  the  District  Council  and  get  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant  to  hold  a  public  inquiry,  and  after  the  closing 
order  was  obtained  the  carrying  it  out  would  have  to  be 
put  upon  the  rates.  In  consequence  the  project  was  aban- 
doned. It  is  considered  that  the  Act  is  very  faulty  in 
not  including  small  and  large  places  alike,  as  voluntary 
closing  has  not  been  a  success  in  Donegal. 

Storing  Petroleum  Spirit. 

Messrs.  Shaw  &  Jamison,  druggists.  8  Town  Hall  Street. 
Belfast,  applied  to  the  Police  Committee  of  Belfast  Cor- 
poration last  month  for  licence  to  store  petroleum  spirit 
90  their  premises  in  Middlepath  Street,  and  the  Town 
Clerk,  having  reported  that  the  regulations  had  not  been 
fully  complied  with,  was  instructed  to  advise  what  work 
should  be  done  on  the  premises  before  the  licence  could  be 
issued.  Messrs.  Shaw  &  Jamison  subsequently  wrote  point- 
ing out  that  their  application  is  only  to  store  a  quantity 
Of  20  gals,  in  tins  of  2  gals,  each,  for  the  convenience  of 
their  customers,  and  also  that  their  store  is  situated  in 
an  isolated  position.  The  Committee  resolved  to  inform 
Messrs.  Shaw  &  Jamison  that  they  cannot  sanction  the 
keeping  of  the  spirit  in  their  store  unless  the  requirements 
Of  the  regulat  ions  as  outlined  in  the  Town  Clerk's  original 
letter  are  complied  with.

Adulteration  of  Drugs. 

According  to  the  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Scotland,  216  samples  of  drugs  were 
examined  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  last  year, 
of  which  twenty  were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  not  up  to 
standard.  There  were  five  prosecutions,  one  of  which 
was  withdrawn.  Two  convictions  followed.  The  drugs 
examined  included  the  following  :  Cream  of  tartar,  103 
samples,  of  which  12  were  adulterated;  camphorated  oil, 
17  samples,  2  adulterated ;  crushed  linseed,  13  samples, 
1  adulterated ;  milk  of  sulphur,  12  samples,  1  adulterated  ; 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  3  samples,  2  adulterated ;  and  3 
samples  each  of  Fowler's  solution  and  sulphur  ointment, 
1  of  each  was  adulterated. 

Edinburgh. 

Thirty  members  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants', 
and  Apprentices'  Association  held  their  first  annual 
botanical  excursion  at  Inveresk  on  the  evening  of  May  31, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W.  B   Cowie,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.. 

From  time  to  time,  during  this  spring,  local  members 
of  Messrs.  Boots'  staff  have  been  taken  to  Nottingham  for 
a  few  days'  impressionistic  lessons.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent ) 


Physicians  at  the  Source  Cachat. — Last  week  a  party 
of  English  medical  men  spent  three  days  on  a  visit  to 
Evian-les-Bains,  the  well-known  French  watering-place, 
on  the  Lake  of  Geneva,  as  the  guests  of  the  Societe 
Anonyme  des  Eaux  Minerales  d'Evian-les-Bains  (Source 
Cachat).  The  physicians  were  entertained  with  generous 
hospitality,  and  certainly  carried  away  a  pleasant  impres- 
sion of  the  stay  in  Savoy. 

General  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Syndicates 
of  France. — Dr.  Vaudin  having  resigned  the  position  of 
president  of  this  Association,  Dr.  H.  Martin  has  been 
elected  in  his  place  by  the  delegates  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Syndicates  of  France.  Two  new  vice-presidents,  M. 
Cordier  of  Paris  and  M.  Labussiere  of  Marseilles,  were 
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also  elected,  as  well  as  M.  Loisel.  of  Beauvais,  to  the  post 
of  assistant  treasurer,  and  M.  Leclerc,  of  Amberieu,  to 
that  of  assistant  secretary.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Six  suicidal  deaths  are  reported  from  poisoning  this 
week,  and  in  another  instance  an  infant  died  from  swallow- 
ing Easton's  syrup  tablets. 

Alcohol  and  Laudanum  were  used  by  George  Frigwell, 
Canibcruell. 

Carbolic  Acid: — This  fluid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes 
by  Eliza  Easthorpe  (53),  Southsea,  and  Elina  Jane  Pum 
fray  (44),  married,  Hoadingley,  Leeds.  The  latter  instructed 
a  messenger  to  tell  the  chemist  that  she  wanted  the  carbolic 
acid  for  cleaning  a  dog-kennel. 

Prussia  Acid  was  used  for  self-destruction  by  Dr.  Oswald 
Osborne  (48),  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Bexhill-on-Sea. 

Strychnine,  in  the  form  of  Easton's  syrup  tablets,  was 
responsible  for  the  accidental  death  of  Percy  Winslade,  the 
five-year-old  son  of  a  Burrowbridge  farmer.  The  bottle 
containing  the  tablets  had  been  left  upon  the  kitchen  dresser. 
Another  son  (aged  six)  had  apparently  eaten  four  tablets, 
but  ho  had  recovered. — Battle's  vermin-killer  was  the 
suicidal  agent  used  by  Mary  Elizabeth  Lake  at  Yarmouth. 
At  the  inquest  Mr.  Frederick  E.  Whitfield,  chemist  and 
druggist,  65  Regent  Road,  Yarmouth,  deposed  to  selling 
deceased  a  threepenny  packet  of  Battle's  vermin-killer.  She 
signed  the  poisons  register. 

Kind  Not  Stated. — Percy  Frederick  Johnson  (48),  fancy- 
goods  dealer,  poisoned  himself  at  Douglas  (I.o.M.).

The  Union. 

Tuberculosis  Commission. — The  first  report  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Commission  derives  special  interest  as  it  sug- 
gests restricting  the  immigration  of  tuberculous  persons  at 
a  time  when  an  Immigration  Bill  is  before  the  Union  Par- 
liament. The  Commissioners  consider  that  the  primary 
factor  responsible  for  the  menacing  proportions  which 
tuberculosis  has  assumed  in  South  Africa  is  the  immigra- 
tion of  consumptives  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the 
benefits  of  the  South  African  climate.  The  Commission 
recommend  that  tuberculous  immigrants  be  only  admitted 
through  a  recognised  port  of  entry,  subject  to  the  issue  of 
a  permit  for  a  limited  period,  and  subject  to  specified 
conditions. 

Customs  Management  Bill. — It  is  doubtful  (says  our 
Cape  correspondent)  whether  the  Customs  Management 
Bill  will  pass  through  Parliament  this  session.  That  it 
will  eventually  become  law  on  the  lines  laid  down  there 
is  but  little  doubt.  The  same  also  applies  to  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Bill.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Cape  Town 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  May  13,  the  Management  Com- 
mittee, reporting  on  the  Customs  Bill,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  in  all  cases  throughout  the  Bill  where  pro- 
vision was  made  for  goods  to  be  forfeited,  with  or  without 
the  option  of  a  fine,  or  for  the  penalty  of  a  fine,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Customs  should  have  power  to  vary  the 
amount  with  a  specified  maximum,  and  that  it  should  not 
be  a  fixed  amount  as  now  provided.  Several  other  amend- 
ments were  made  and  referred  back  to  the  Management 
Committee. 

Cape  Province. 

Personal. — Mr.  J.  Scott,  manager  of  Messrs.  Petersen, 
Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  is  at  present  on  a  business  tour  in 
the  Oudtshoorn  district. 

Lever  Bros.'  New  Works.— The  foundation-stone  of 
the  new  building  at  Woodstock,  Cape  Province,  for  Messrs. 
Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  was  laid  by  the  Mayor  of  Woodstock 
on  May  9.  The  representative  gathering  present  included 
several  members  of  the  South  African  Parliament. 

Orange  Free  State. 

O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — The  usual 
monthly  meeting  was  held  on  May  10,  when  Dr.  Bidwell 
took  the  chair  in  the  absence  of  the  President.  There 
were  also  present  Drs.  de  Kock,  Johnson,  Preterms, 
Tomory,  and  Usmar,  Mr.  Whiteside  (dental  member), 
and  Messrs.  Hewitt  and  WTestlake  (pharmaceutical  mem- 
bers). Dr.  W.  Johnson  was  welcomed  to  the  Council  on 
election  to  the  vacany  caused  by  Dr.  Manning's  tem- 
porary absence.  It  was  decided  to  adhere  to  the  letter 
of  April  16  refusing  a  request  from  Dr.  Saporiti  for  in- 
formation as  to  the  number  of  medical  practitioners  whose 
names,  after  erasure,  had  been  restored  to  the  Register. 
The  particulars  were  wanted  in  order  to  support  an  appli- 
cation to  the  Transvaal  Medical  Council  for  the  appli- 
cant's reinstatement.  An  amendment  that  the  informa- 
tion be  supplied  was  lost,  and  Dr.  Johnson,  in  connection 
therewith,  raised  the  question  whether  the  matter  was  one 
in  which  the  dental  and  pharmaceutical  members  were 
entitled  to  vote.  Mr.  Hewitt  moved  that  the  matter  was 
in  terms  of  Section  7  of  Ordinance  I.  of  1904,  one  on  which 
these  members  were  entitled  to  vote,  as  it  was  a  question 
of  principle  affecting  the  procedure  of  the  Council,  and 
not  purely  a  medical  matter.  Mr.  Hewitt's  motion  was 
carried,  and  the  original  motion  was  then  also  adopted. 

Transvaal. 

Fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Lennon, 
Ltd.,  Pritchard  Street,  Johannesburg,  during  the  after- 
noon of  May  8,  but  the  flames  were  subdued  by  means 
of  an  automatic  sprinkler  before  the  fire  brigade  arrived. 
The  damage  done  was  of  little  account. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 

TRADE  LAW. 

Dental  Agreement.— At  1  lie  Cork  Quarter  Sessions  on 
May  30  nn  action  was  heard  in  which  Francis  J.  Clegg, 
■dental  mechanic,  Cork,  sued  David  G.  Watherspoon  for  20/. 
.as  damages  for  breach  of  agreement.  Defendant  left 
without  giving  notice,  and,  it  was  alleged,  entered  tho 
service  of  a  rival  and  endeavoured  to  obtain  Mr.  Clegg's 
customers.  For  the  defendant  it  was  contended  that  plaintiff, 
who  was  not  a  qualified  dentist,  paid  him  irregularly.  The 
'Recorder,  in  awarding  plaintiff  7/.,  with  costs,  said  there 
had  been  a  breach  of  agreement,  but  ho  did  not  think  the 
damages  were  as  great  as  plaintiff  sought  to  make  out. 

Armorial  Bearlngs.-The  London  County  Council 
authorities  took  proceedings  at  the  Westminster  Police 
Court  on  May  30  against  Mr.  S.  Cummings,  a  motor-car 
agent,  for  using  armorial  hearings  without  a  licence.  The 
bearings  complained  of  consisted  of  an  eagle  with  a  shield, 
surmounted  by  a  crown,  in  conjunction  with  tho  letters 
"  S.C.A.R."  This  was  used  on  a  notepaper  heading.  For 
the  defendant  it  was  contended  that  the  alleged  armorial 
bearing  was  simply  a  trade  device  used  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  indicating  a  special  motor-car,  and  was  used  only 
on  the  defendant's  business  notepaper  and  catalogues  and 
on  those  of  the  French  firm  for  whom  he  acts  as  agent.  It 
was  never  used  for  any  private  purpose  or  private  corre- 
spondence, nor  was  it  used  on  the  cars.  Tho  Magistrate 
(Mr.  Francis),  after  looking  at  several  authorities  cited  on 
tho  subject,  said  he  had  very  grave  doubts  about  it,  and 
■would  take  time  to  look  up  the  cases. 

asgow  Chemist's  Absence.  -  Lord  Hunter,  in  the 
Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  has  ordered  intimation  and 
service  of  a  petition  presented  by  Mrs.  Jcanie  Reid 
Mayno,  residing  at  1  Kyle  Street,  Ayr,  wife  of  William 
Robert  Mayno,  formerly  residing  at  Carphin-by-Motherwell 
for  the  appointment  of  a  factor  loco  abscntis  on  her  hus 
band's  estate.  William  Mayne  some  time  carried  on  business 
as  a  chemist  in  Glasgow.  Ho  sailed  from  Glasgow  fo 
Canada  with  tho  intention  of  proceeding  to  Vancouver.  It 
was  arranged  before  ho  went  away  that  the  petitioner 
should  join  him  there  after  ho  had  settled  down.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  in  Vancouver  he  wrote  to  her  for  money. 
She  sent  him  some,  and  had  frequently  written  to  him 
requesting  him  cither  to  make  arrangements  for  her  to 
loin  him  in  Vancouver  or  to  send  her  monev  to  maintain 
herself,  but  her  letters  had  not  been  answered.  The  peti- 
tioner raised  an  action  in  the  Court  of  Session  of  adherence 
and  aliment  against  him,  and  obtained  decree  for  60/.  a 
year  and  expenses.  Mayne  has,  the  petitioner  says,  herit- 
able property  in  this  country  which  yields  a  rental  of 
25/  19s.  per  annum.  He  left  no  one  in  charge  of  his  affairs, 
and  she  has  presented  this  petition  because  she  cannot 
obtain  payment  of  her  aliment  and  expenses.  Answers 
nave  been  ordered  within  fourteen  days. 

Travellers'  Samples. -At  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court, 
London,  boforo  Mr.  Assistant  Judge  Jackson  and  a  jury- 
on  Juno  3,  Aerators,  Ltd..  manufacturers  of  sparklets, 
brought  an  action  against  Mr.  John  P.  Blake,  Tremlott 
Grove,  London,  N.,  formerly  a  traveller  in  their  employ, 
V)  recover  certain  samples  which  they  had  entrusted  to  him. 
Tho  plaintiffs  also  claimed  damages  for  the  detention  of 
tho  goods,  which  were  valued  at  11/.  14s.  It  was  stated 
that  in  July  1910  plaintiffs  employed  the  defendant  to 
travel  for  them  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  supplied  him 
with  samples  of  the  value  of  24/.  19s.  and  a  sum  of  10/.  in 
cash.  It  was  thought  that  during  Cowes  week  the  defen- 
dant would  be  able  to  do  good  business  for  the  plaintiffs  but 
l  "iPni°r  obt:u,,<,tl  a  solitary  order.  At  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber 1910  the  defendant  was  asked  for  an  account,  and  later 
lie  was  told  to  return  all  the  samples  in  his  possession  to 
tho  plaintiffs,  but  only  returned  capsules  valued  at  13/.  5s. 
The  defendant  (who  conducted  his  own  case)  said  he  had 
returned  all  the  samples  which  he  had  in  his  possession. 
Certain  samples  he  had  left  with  prospective  purchasers 
on  the  instructions  of  the  plaintiffs.  He  had  also  expended 
money  in  providing  exhibitions  of  the  goods  which  he 
earned  for  tho  plaintiffs.  Tho  jury  found  that  the  defen- 
dant had  wrongfully  detained  samples,  and,  failing 
their  return  within  seven  days,  awarded  the  plaintiffs  9/. 
Ihey  also  awarded  the  plaintiffs  tho  nominal  sum  of  2s.  6d 
as  damages  for  the  detention  of  the  articles.  Judgment 
accordingly.  6 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
Hifth  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

The  Late  Mr.  W.  Catjdery's  Estate. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  4,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen 
■Way  concluded  the  hearing  of  an  adjourned  summons 


which  raised  questions  affecting  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr. 
W.  Oaudery.  The  application  was  made  in  the  matter 
of  W.  Caudery,  deceased,  the  London  Joint  Stock  Bank, 
Ltd.,  v.  Wightman,  the  applicant  being  Mrs.  Emily  Foucar. 
Mr.  Russell,  K.C.,  on  her  behalf,  said  he  moved  to  vary 
the  certificate  of  the  Master,  by  allowing  her  a  sum  of 
1,450/.,  being  the  balance  of  a  loan  of  4,000?.  made  by 
her  to  the  firm  of  Wm.  Caudery  &  Co.,  and  that  such 
sum  should  be  paid  out  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Caudery 's 
estate.  Mr.  Micklem,  K.C.,  for  the  Bank,  who  had  the 
conduct  of  the  proceedings  in  the  administration  action, 
opposed  the  claim.    His  Lordship  reserved  judgment. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  Use  of  Old  Labels. 
At  the  Bradford  City  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  H.  W.  W. 
Wilberforce  (Stipendiary  Magistrate)  on  May  30, 
J.  Savage  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Bradford,  were  summoned,  at 
the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  Sec- 
tion 17,  for  selling  poison  without  having  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller  distinctly  labelled  on  the  wrapper. 
Mr.  A.  Beldon  appeared  for  the  prosecutors,  and  Mr. 
M.  Gaunt  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Beldon  explained  the  nature  of  the  section,  and 
stated  that  the  defendants  are  a  private  limited-liability 
company,  the  chief  shareholders  in  which  are  Mr.  J.  W. 
Savage  and  Mr.  G.  S.  Savage.  The  company  has  numerous 
shops  in  Bradford  and  neighbourhood,  and  on  Aprtl  26 
white  precipitate,  a  scheduled  poison,  was  purchased  at 
the  registered  address  of  the  company,  140  Listerhills 
Road.  Mr.  J.  WT.  Savage,  the  person  who  conducted  the 
sale,  is  unqualified.  The  wrapper  contained  the  words 
"  White  Precipitate  "  and  "  Poison,"  and  the  name  of 
the  vendor  was  given  as  "J.  W.  Savage  &  Co.,"  which  is 
not  the  limited  company.  The  addresses  given  were  Brad- 
ford, Clayton,  and  Idle,  and  these  were  not  sufficient 
indications,  he  contended,  as  to  where  the  article  was 
purchased  if  any  accident  or  misadventure  should  result 
from  the  poison.  This  was  the  first  offence  on  the  part 
of  the  company  as  such,  though  there  had  been  two  pre- 
vious charges  against  the  Savages.  The  first  was  in  1905, 
and  the  other  was  in  the  following  year,  and  on  that  occa- 
sion each  defendant  had  been  fined  21.,  and  21.  10s.  costs. 
Mr.  Beldon  added  that  the  Manchester  travelling  agent 
of  the  Society,  who  purchased  the  poison,  was  present,  as 
also  was  Mr.  Harry  Moon,  of  the  Society's  office,  who  had 
to  come  from  London  to  lay  the  information,  and  expense 
had  also  been  incurred  in  analysing  the  poison.  He 
mentioned  these  facts  in  view  of  the  costs. 

Mr.  Gaunt,  on  behalf  of  the  company,  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  offence,  but  said  that  the  cause  was  an  oversight  in 
affixing  an  old  label. 

The  Stipendiary  Magistrate  pointed  out,  however,  that 
the  Act  was  passed  as  far  back  as  1868,  and  he  took  it 
that  it  was  not  suggested  that  the  old  label  was  then  in 
existence. 

Mr.  Beldon  said  that  after  the  prosecution  in  1906  Mr. 
Gaunt  had  given  an  assurance  that  the  same  thing  would 
not  occur  again,  and  that  the  company  had  had  all  the 
labels  destroyed  and  fresh  ones  printed  for  each  of  their 
branches. 

The  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  in  imposing  a  fine  of  41.,  and 
15s.  8d.  costs,  said  that  a  serious  offence  had  been  com-' 
mitted  whether  it  was  due  to  an  oversight  or  not,  and. 
that  he  could  not  impose  a  smaller  fine  than  that  which 
the  defendants  had  had  to  pay  on  the  previous  occasion. 
In  regard  to  the  costs,  he  could  only  allow  what'  the  law 
permitted,  and  these  would  not  include  anything  for  the 
analysis  and  the  laying  of  the  information. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Calomel  Ointment. 
At  Northwich  on  May  28,  Mr.  Sydney  M.  Bostock, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Dane  Street,  Northwich,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  calomel  ointment  certified  to  be  deficient 
in  calomel  to  the  extent  of  70  per  cent.  For  the  defence, 
it  was  explained  that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  a  simple 
mistake  or  accident,  and  a  technical  offence  was  admitted. 
The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  summons  on  pavment  of 
the  costs  (12.'.  6rf.). 

Malt  Vinegar. 
At   Withemsea,   East  Yorkshire,  on  June  1,  Harry 
grocer,    Withernsea,    was    summoned,  under 


Tomalin, 
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Section  6  of  the  1875  Act.  for  selling  vinegar  as  malt 
vinegar  containing  other  than  malt  vinegar.  There  had 
been  an  adjournment  for  the  productiorr  of  a  Government 
analyst's  certificate.  The  certificate  of  the  county  analyst, 
Mr.  Foster,  was  : 

"Specific  gravity  at  60°  F.,  1.0126;  acetic  acid,  4.32  per 
cent.  ;  total  solid  matter,  1.40  per  cent.  ;  ash  or  mineral 
matter,  0.34  per  cent.  From  the  above  data  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  sample  contains  at  least  40  per  cent,  of 
vinegar  other  than  malt  vinegar." 

That  of  the  Government  Laboratory  ran  : 

"(Specific  gravity,  1.0129;  acetic  acid,  3.96  per  cent.; 
total  solids,  1.46  per  cent.;  ash,  0.33;  phosphates,  2.05; 
and  nitrogen,  0.045.  From  a  consideration  of  these  results 
of  analysis  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  any  vinegar  other  than  malt  vinegar  is  not 
conclusive. — Geo.  Stubbs  and  A.  G.  Francis." 

The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  summons,  and  ordered  the 
authorities  to  pay  the  costs,  amounting  to  61.  10s.

WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


The  Opium  Conference. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  June  4,  Sir  E.  Grey  in- 
formed Dr.  Chappie  that  the  reporit  of  the  British  dele- 
gates at  the  recent  International  Conference  on  the  opium 
question  has  been  received,  and  is  being  considered.  He 
hoped  to  lay  it  on  the  table  as  soon  as  possible. 

Cash-on-Delivery  System. 
The  Postmaster-General  has  decided,  after  full  inquiry, 
to  abandon  the  proposal  to  extend  the  cash-on-delivery 
system  to  the  postal  services  between  Great  Britain  and 
other  European  countries.  Various  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce and  trade  organisations  throughout  the  country 
have  expressed  their  opposition  to  the  proposed  exten- 
sion. 

Preservatives  in  Cream. 
On  the  Local  Government  Board  vote  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Wednesday,  June  5,  Mr.  Stanier  raised  the 
question  of  the  regulations  in  regard  to  preservatives  in 
cream,  and  suggested  that  one.  instead  of  three  labels,  is 
sufficient. — Mr.  Burns  said  that  before  a  final  decision  is 
arrived  at  as  to  whether  the  cream  should  be  called 
"  boracised  "  or  given  some  other  description,  and  also  as 
to  the  question  of  the  labels,  he  hopes  that  all  interests 
may  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  He  denied  that  there  has 
been  any  undue  delay  in  dealing  with  the  matter. 

Customs  Chemical  Staff. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Gretton,  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury 
(Mr.  Masterman)  stated  on  June  4  that  no  representations 
had  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  indi- 
cating that  any  general  uneasiness  and  alarm  exist  among 
the  officers  employed  in  the  central  Government  laboratory 
and  chemical  out-stations.  Officers  are  now  seconded  to 
chemical  duties  for  definite  periods  instead  of  for  unde- 
fined periods ;  but  no  officer  ever  had  a  right  to  remain 
})ermanently  on  chemical  duties,  and  every  consideration 
is  being  given  in  the  matter  of  removal  expenses  and 
choice  of  new  stations.  Any  necessary  appointments  or 
transfers  are  made  in  the  ordinary  manner,  and  there  are 
no  special  regulations  on  the  subject. 

Official  Chemical  Analyses. 

It  is  the  intention  of  Mr.  Basil  Peto  and  other  members 
to  press  the  Government  to  give'  another  day  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board  of  Trade  vote.  When  the 
recent  discussion  took  place  before  the  Whitsuntide  recess 
the  larger  part  of  the  discussion  turned  upon  questions 
relating  to  the  loss  of  the  Titanic,  and  other  questions 
could  not  be  referred  to  owing  to  want  of  time.  One  of 
these  has  reference  to  Government  chemical  analyses,  a 
question  which  Mr.  Peto  was  unsuccessful  in  raising  upon 
that  occasion.  The  lion,  member  suggests  that  the 
Government  should  make  a  charge  of  one  guinea,  with  a 
stamp-fee  of  half  a  guinea,  for  all  official  analyses,  as  is 
done  in  Russia,  France,  Germany,  and  other  countries. 
There  is  no  desire  to  compete  with  the  private  analyst, 
but  in  foreign  countries  the  official  analysis  is  a  recognised 
feature  of  the  trading  system.  Mr.  Peto  suggests  that 
such  analyses  should  be  undertaken  at  the  Government 
Laboratory  at  the  Customs  House,  and  that  certificates 
should  be  issued  from  that  Department. 


National  Health  Insurance. 


Payment  and  Collection  of  Contributions. 

Provisional  regulations,  made  by  the  Joint  Committee 
and  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  as  to  the  payment  andi 
collection  of  contributions,  have  been  issued.  They  pro- 
vide, inter  alia,  that  every  person  who  is  about  to  enter 
upon  an  employment  by  reason  of  which  he  will  be  liable 
to  become  an  insured  person  shall,  before  entering  upon 
that  employment,  apply  to  the  approved  society  of  which 
he  is  a  member ;  or,  if  he  is  not  a  member  of  an  approved 
society,  apply  to  the  postmaster  for  the  necessary  card' 
upon  which  to  inscribe  his  name  and  address.  Every 
contribution  payable  under  the  Act  is  to  be  paid  by  means 
of  affixing  a  stamp  to  the  card  in  the  space  provided  for 
that  purpose.  Upon  making  any  claim  for  benefit  an 
employed  contributor  shall,  if  so  required,  produce  his= 
card  to  the  approved  society  of  which  he  is  a  member; 
or,  in  the  case  of  a  deposit  contributor,  to  the  postmaster, 
or  to  the  Insurance  Committee.  No  person  shall  assign,  or 
charge,  or  agree  to  assign  or  charge,  any  card,  or  insur- 
ance book  ;  and  any  sale,  transfer,  or  assignment  of,  or 
any  charge  on,  any  card  or  insurance  book  will  be  void 
and  of  no  effect.  Specimen  cards  are  now  ready,  and  are- 
as described  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  June  1. 

Provisional  Insurance  Committees. 

A  printed  memorandum  has  been  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioners regarding  the  Provisional  Insurance  Committees,  to- 
which  reference  is  made  editorially.  It  states  that  no> 
Provisional  Committee  will  contain  more  than  seventy 
members.    In  a  covering  note  the  Commissioners  say  : 

"So  far  as  possible  .  the  number  of  members  and  the- 
composition  of  the  Provisional  Committees  will  be  based  on 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  the  committees  will  be  so- 
constituted  that  there  shall  not  be  lacking  any  important 
element  of  the  various  kinds  of  experience  which  it  is  desir- 
able should  be  comprised  in  the  first  committees.  The  repre- 
sentation of  insured  persons  will  be  secured  mainly  by  utilis- 
ing- the  machinery  at  the  disposal  of  the  central  organisations 
of  friendly  societies,  trade  unions,  and  industrial  insurance 
offices,  for  selecting  suitable  persons  to  be  members  of  the- 
committee.  The  other  representatives  of  insured  persons — 
e.n.,  members  of  small  societies  and  deposit  contributors- 
will  be  selected  by  the  committee  itself.  The  council  of 
each  administrative  county  and  county  borough  has  been 
invited  to  select  representatives  to  the  number  of  one-fifth 
of  each  committee,  and  steps  are  being  taken  with  a  view 
to  obtaining  the  names  of  medical  practitioners  for  inclusion- 
on  the  committee.  The  remaining  members  of  each  com- 
mittee will  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioners." 
Besides  the  two  medical  men  for  each  county  which 
the  Commissioners  have  asked  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion to  nominate,  one  for  each  will  be  appointed  by  the- 
Commissioners. 

The  Position  in  Scotland. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Advisory  Committee 
was  held  in  the  Royal  Hotel,  Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday, 
June  5.  Mr.  James  Leishman,  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
in  Scotland,  entertained  the  members  to  luncheon.  In  the 
course  of  the  business  proceedings  Mr.  Leishman  stated 
that  he  was  just  as  much  assured  that  they  would  come 
to  some  arrangement  with  the  doctors  as  that  he  was  then 
standing  at  that  table.  The  doctors  might  have  to  come 
down  a  little;  the  Commissioners  might  have,  to  go  up  a 
little — nevertheless,  they  would  get  an  arrangement.  If 
the  doctors  would  just  come  down  off  their  pedestal  and 
discuss  matters  in  a  plain  way,  with  plain  men  who  had 
no  other  desire  but  to  carry  out  the  Act  in  a  plain  way, 
and  to  give  a  fair  field  and  no  favour  to  any  interests 
involved,  he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  they  would' 
come  to  some  suitable  arrangement. 

The  Dispensing  Tariff. 

In  connection  with  the  official  report  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance, 
held  in  London  on  Mav  22  and  printed  in  the  C.  <L-  D.r 
May  25,  index  folio  784,  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  (Edin- 
burgh) writes  : 

"In  the  report  it  is  stated  that  'the  tariff  for  medicines 
was  discussed  and  approved.'  This  seems  to  have  given: 
rise  to  misapprehension,  and  I  am  asked  to  explain  that 
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•the  members  of  the  Committee  representing  Scotland  did 
not  approve  of  the  suggested  tariff." 

[We  presume  this  protest  refers  specially  to  the  applic- 
ability of  the  proposed  tariff  to  .Scotland,  where  chemists 
are  fairly  well  assured  that  they  will  be  given  the  dispens- 
ing under  the  Act.  The  assurance  as  regards  England  and 
Wales  is  not  the  same  (as  is  indicated  in  an  article  in  this 
issue,  index  folio  842)  ;  hence,  probably,  the  difference  of 
opinion. — Editor,  C.  cfc  D.~\

The  first  meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  the  Angel 
Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  Thursday,  May  30.    The  following  con- 
stitute the  committee  :

All  were  present  at  the  meeting  except  Mr.  Nash  and 
Mr.  Ashfield,  who  sent  apologies.  Mr.  Hagon  (Cardiff) 
.nid  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis  (Wrexham)  were  unanimously 
elected  Chairman  and  Hon.  Secretary  respectively.  The 
relation  to  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  was  carefully 
discussed.  As  to  finance,  it  was  resolved  that  local  Asso- 
ciations  be  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  expenses  of 
this  Welsh  National  Committee.  The  revised  tariff  of  the 
Standing  Committee  for  dispensing  charges  was  agreed  to. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  should  be  used  for  the 
definition  of  "proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines." 
The  question  of  prescribed  appliances  was  left  over  until 
next  meeting.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Local  Organi- 
sation Insurance  Committees  be  asked  to  prepare  lists  of 
qualified  persons  entitled  to  serve  on  the  panels.  It  was 
agreed  to  dispense  for  persons  under  the  Addison  amend- 
ment whose  medical  benefit  is  paid  in  cash,  at  insurance 
prices  for  cash.  The  Welsh  National  Committee  is  to  be 
vontinued  as  at  present.  New  associations  will  have  the 
right  to  nominate  a  member  thereon.  The  next  meeting 
will  be  held  at  Shrewsbury.

The  following  are  brief  particulars  of  local  arrangements 
under  the  Act  : 

Barking.  — The  Town  Clerk  has  been  instructed  to  give 
notice  of  the  Town  Council's  intention  to  make  an  order 
fixing  Thursday  (or  alternatively  Saturday)  as  the  weekly 
h&lf-holiday  for  shops  in  which  the  businesses  of  pharma- 
cists, chemists,  druggists  and  drug-stores,  artificial-teeth 
makers  and  dealers,  herbalists,  opticians  and  dealers  in 
barometers,  and  photographers'  material  stores  are 
carried  on. 

Barnes  and  IWortlake.-The  chemists  in  these  districts 
have  decided  to  close  on  Wednesdays  at  1  P.M.  The  District 
Council  is  being  petitioned  to  make  a  compulsory  closing 
order. 

Bath.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council's  Sanitarv 
Oommitteo  on  May  29.  Mr.  George  Long  said  the  local 
chemists  complained  that  the  committee  had  been  "  unneces- 
sarily legal  "  in  regard  to  their  petition  for  a  closing  order. 
The  Clerk  (Mr.  H.  G.  Adams)  pointed  out  that  there  had 
been  no  delay  on  the  committee's  part.  The  chemists,  in 
the  first  place,  had  not  specified  which  of  the  two  orders 
they  wanted.  The  committee  were  given  to  understand  they 
wanted  one  order,  and.  in  fact,  notices  were  prepared  in 
accordance  with  that;  but  when  the  chemists  came  before 
the  committee  it  was  shown  thev  reallv  wanted  the  other. 
This  was  quite  properly  granted  bv  the  committee.  The 
V jhairman  said  that  after  that  answer  he  did  not  think  the 
Chemists  had  any  cause  to  complain. 

Cardenden,  Fife—Mr.  R.  S.  Ramsay  and  Mr.  Peter 
teuton,  the  two  local  chemists,  have  agreed  to  close  on 
Wcdncsdavs  at  1.30  p.m. 


Coventry.— The  Town  Council  has  asked  the  various 
trade  associations  for  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  a  suit- 
able day  for  general  closing.  In  the  meantime  the  members 
of  the  local  pharmacists'  association  have  agreed  to  close  on 
Thursdays  at  1.30  p.m. 

Dublin.  — At  a  meeting  held  last  week,  which  included 
representatives  of  the  retail  drug-trade,  it  was  decided 
that  a  petition  be  circulated  for  signature  re  the  exemption 
of  the  city  as  regards  half-day  closing.  It  is  understood 
that  some  chemists  have  signed  the  petition. 

Dudley.— The  Town  Council  has  decided  to  issue  a  closing 
order  for  chemists  for  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m.,  there  being 
the  necessary  majority  in  favour. 

Iiiverpool.  — The  Health  Committee  reported  to  the  Cor- 
poration Council  on  June  5  as  follows  :  "  The  Committee  also 
had  under  consideration  the  question  of  the  exemption  of 
chemists  within  the  Central  area  so  far  as  regards  the  sale 
of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  requisites  is  con- 
cerned. Chemists  are  exempted  by  the  Act,  but  as  they 
carry  on  certain  businesses  which  do  not  fall  within  the 
exemption  clause  of  the  Act,  and  as  the  result  of  the  vote 
of  that  trade  shows  a  substantial  majority  in  favour  of 
exemption,  the  Committee  recommend  the  Council  that  they 
should  be  included  within  the  list  of  exempted  trades." 
Councillor  Robert  Herman  considers  that  total  exemption  for 
chemists  in  the  Central  area  is  practically  an  accomplished 
fact.  The  chemists  were  well  represented  at  a  meeting  held 
at  the  Law  Association  Rooms  on  June  3  in  favour  of  total 
exemption  for  tradesmen  in  the  Central  (City)  area.  The. 
drug-trade  representatives  included  Councillor  R.  Herman 
and  Messrs.  John  Hy.  Robinson,  J.  Herman,  Bain,  Jewell, 
Vincent  Strawson,  Pickering  Jones,  Steen  Barr,  Inman, 
Mackinlay,  and  Harold  Lomax.  Mr.  Henry  Peet,  J. P., 
chemist  and  druggist,  wrote  advocating  "  passive  resistance." 
asking,  if  the  Council  ordered  him  to  close  one  part  of  the 
week,  how  would  they  like  him  to  deduct  a  proportionate 
part  from  his  rates.  Alderman  Lewis  Cohen  quoted  from 
the  May  4  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  order 
to  show  that  total  exemption  had  been  obtained  by  at 
least  some  City  of  London  shopkeepers.  Hence  the  same 
could  be  done  in  Liverpool.  Councillor  R.  Herman  also 
referred  to  the  C.  &  D.  report  in  emphasising  his  remarks 
re  the  local  authority  putting  the  machinery  in  the  Act  for 
total  exemption  into  action.  He  pointed  out  that  the  City 
shopkeepers  pay  six  times  more  in  rates  and  taxes  than 
their  suburban  brethren,  and  that  much  of  their  business  is 
with  steamship  passengers  in  transit,  which,  if  missed 
through  early  closing,  was  never  recovered. 

Wewcastle-on-Tyne.  — The  Town  Council  has  been 
recommended  to  make  an  order  extending  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  to  chemists. 

Old  Colwyn.  —  The  local  pharmacists  have  applied  for 
total  exemption  from  compulsory  closing  from  July  1  to 
September  21  inclusive  and  the  weeks  immediately  preceding 
bank  holidays.  They  also  desire  a  closing  order  as  follows: 
From  October  1  to  April  30:  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thurs- 
days, 7  P.M.  ;  Wednesdays,  1  P.M.  ;  Fridays,  8  P.M.  ;  Satur- 
days. 10  p.m.  From  May  1  to  June  30  and  September  22 
to  30 :  Mondays.  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays  at 
8  p.m.  ;  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m.;  Saturdays  at  10  P.M. 

"A  Village  Crime  " 

is  the  title  given  in  "  Punch  "  of  June  5  to  a 
skit  on  the  Act.  The  crime  was  "  a  breach  of  law 
as  laid  down  by  the  new  Shops  Act."  It  tells 
how  the  writer  waited  while  Mr.  Buffin,  the  village  shop- 
keeper. "  weighed  raid  sold  an  ounce  of  hardbake  to  a 
small  child."  Then  the  writer  asked  for  a  penny  bottle 
of  blue-black  ink.  and  after  hesitation  Mr.  Buffin  replied 
"  I'm  sorry,  sir,  I  can't  serve  you."  The  writer  proceeds 
to  relate  that  it  being  Wednesday  afternoon  Mr.  Buffin

ounces  of  hardbake)  are  imperishable  by  Act  of  Parlia-

money ;  and  we  are  two  strong  men  in  the  prime  of  life, 
and  our  forefathers  fought  for  freedom.'

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Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  was  held  on  June  5  at  16  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.  There  were  nineteen 
Councillors  present,  including  Mr.  T.  A.  White  and  Mr. 
F.  P.  Sargeant,  who  were  welcomed  by  the  Chairman. 
The  first  business  was  the  election  of  a  President,  and 
Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  was  again  placed  in  that  position.  Mr. 
E.  White  was  elected  Vice-President  in  place  of  Mr. 
W.  L.  Currie,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  was  re-elected  Trea- 
surer. The  officers  of  the  Society  were  all  reappointed. 
At  a  later  stage  the  committees  were  appointed,  Mr. 
iT.  A.  White  and  Mr.  Sargeant  being  placed  on  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  Journal  and  Publications,  and  Local  Associa- 
tions Committees.  Some  rearrangements  were  also  made 
in  consequence  of  the  election  of  Mr.  E.  White  to  the 
Vice-Presidency.  Grants  amounting  to  136Z.  10s.  were 
made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  nine  applicants.  The 
prize  awards  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  were  confirmed, 
the  Martindale  Memorial  Medal  being  won  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Sharp.  The  prize  distribution  was  fixed  for  June  26. 
Mr.  Neathercoat  was  nominated  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  in  place  of 
Mr.  Walshaw,  who  is  not  now  a  member  of  the  Council. 
Some  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  Shops  Act, 
but  the  consideration  of  these  was  deferred  pending  com- 
munication with  the  Home  Office.  The  Colonial  Office 
forwarded  a  communication  from  the  Governor  of  Gibral- 
tar regarding  the  proposed  promulgation  of  a  new  ordi- 
nance to  meet  the  reciprocity  arrangements  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.

coat, G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  F.  A.  Rogers,  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
F.  P.  Sargeant,  E.  White,  and  T.  A.  White. 

The  New  Members. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  on  May  1  and  15  having 
been  read  and  confirmed,  the  Chairman  mentioned  that 
he  regretted  that  Mr.  Young  would  not  be  able  to  be 
present  owing  to  the  death  of  his  father.  He  then  wel- 
comed the  new  members,  Mr.  T.  A.  White  and  Mr. 
F.  P.  Sargeant,  neither  requiring  introduction,  he  said,  as 
they  are  both  well-known  men.  Mr.  T.  A.  White,  who 
has  been  much  before  the  pharmaceutical  community  of 
late  in  connection  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Portsmouth,  is  known  as  a  pleasant  and  genial 
man.  Mr.  Sargeant  has  always  been  ready  to  do  what 
he  could  for  the  community,  and  he  (Mr.  Allen)  hoped 
he  would  find  his  connection  with  the  Council  educative. 

_Mr.  T.  A.  White  briefly  replied,  and  said  he  will  make 
his  best  efforts  to  become  an  efficient  member  of  Council. 

Mr.  Sargeant  said  he  was  there  through  the  persistent 
efforts  of  his  supporters,  and  he  would  do  his  best  to 
reflect  their  views  on  the  Council.  He  congratulated  Mr. 
Allen  on  his  position  at  the  poll. 

Election  of  President. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  elect  a  President  for 
the  ensuing  year.  Voting-papers  were  distributed  and 
collected  by  the  Secretary"  in  the  ballot-box.  These  were 
afterwards  examined,  and  it  was  found  that  with  the 
exception  of  two  blank  papers  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  was  unani- 
mously re-elected. 

The  President  thanked  the  Council  for  this  mark  of 
their  confidence.  He  accepted  the  position  with  a  little 
less  trepidation  than  he  did  a  year  ago.  He  would  try 
to  work  as  hard  as  he  had  done  in  the  past,  and  trusted

that  his  health  would  continue  as  well  as  it  had  been  in 
the  last  year.  They  had  passed  through  a  strenuous  year, 
but  he  had  been  well  backed  up  by  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  and  the  local  officers  of  the  Society,  and 
his  duties  had  been  lightened  by  the  loyalty  which  he 
met  with  on  every  hand. 

Election  of  Vice-President  and  Treasurer. 
The  next  business  was  the  election  of  the  Vice-President. 
The  same  proceedings  were  gone  through,  and  when  the 
voting-papers  were  examined  it   was   found   that  Mr. 
Edmund  White   was  unani- 
mously elected  to  the  posi- 
tion. 

Mr.  E.  White  thanked  his 
colleagues,  and  said  he  would 
do  his  best  to  uphold  the 
traditions  of  the  office.  He 
felt  that  he  had  sufficient 
knowledge  of  the  work  of  the 
Council  to  be  a  useful  officer 
to  the  President. 

The  President  moved  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Currie 
for  his  services  in  the  vice- 
chair  during  the  past  three 
years.  Although  living  in 
Glasgow — which  is  a  very 
long  way  from  London — he 
had  never  failed  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  meeting  to  which 
he  had  been  summoned. 

Mr.  Harrington  seconded  the  resolution,  and  said  that 
when  he  (Mr.  Harrington)  occupied  the  chair  he  had 
always  found  Mr.  Currie  ready  to  help,  and  never  anxious 
to  put  himself  to  the  fore. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to,  and 

Mr.  Currie,  in  returning  thanks,  said  there  were  one 
or  two  things  he  would  have  liked  to  have  seen  accom- 
plished during  his  term  of  office.  He  referred  particularly 
to  the  alteration  in  the  examination  schedule.  He  would 
have  liked  the  curriculum  scheme  to  have  been  carried 
beyond  the  first  stage.  He  had  put  in  a  good  deal  of 
time  over  the  scheme,  and  hoped  the  matter  would  not 
be  lost  sight  of.  He  added  that  he  had  always  obtained 
ready  help  from  the  permanent  officers,  and  altogether 
had  spent  three  happy  years  in  the  vice-chair.  On  at 
least  one  occasion  he  had  been  Acting-President. 

Mr.  Gilmour  added  that  he  appreciated  very  much  what 
had  been  said  about  Mr.  Currie.  He  hoped  that  the  new 
Vice-President  would  venture  north  so  as  to  be  as  well 
known  there  as  he  is  in  the  6outh. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  was  re-elected  Treasurer,  and,  in 
thanking  the  members  for  placing  him  in  that  position 
for  the  fourth  time,  said  he  esteemed  it  a  very  great 
honour.  The  position  was  a  pleasurable  one  so  long  as 
the  balance  in  the  bank  is  on  the  credit  side.  Expenses 
have  increased,  but  so,  he  thought,  has  the  income.  The 
Society  is  at  present  quite  out  of  debt ;  all  the_  property 
that  has  been  purchased  is  paid  for.  At  one  time  there 
was  a  debt  of  8,000Z.  to  10,000Z.  for  property  purchased. 

Paid  Officers  Reappointed. 

The  Secretary  and  Registrar  (Mr.  R.  Bremridge), 
Assistant  Secretary  (Mr.  A."j.  Chater),  Curator  (Mr.  E.  M. 
Holmes),  Editor  (Mr.  J.  Humphrey),  Assistant  Secre- 
tary in  Scotland  (Mr.  J.  R.  Hill),  Parliamentary  Secretary 
(Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.),  and  Local  Associations 
Officer  (Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock)  were  reappointed  en  bloc% 

Mr.  Currie  suggested  that  the  names  of  these  officers 
should  be  placed  in  a  prominent  position  in  the  "Calen- 
dar." At  present  it  is  difficult  to  find  the  information 
when  required  in  a  hurry. 

The  President  said  the  suggestion  would  go  to  the 
Library,  Museum,  and  House  Committee  for  consideration. 

The  Standing  Orders  were  adopted. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Seventeen  members  were  elected,  and  forty-seven  were 
restored  to  their  former  positions  in  the  Society.  Twelve 
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student-associates  were  elected,  and  one  name  was  restored 
to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Finance  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  members  acting  as  a  Finance  Com- 
mittee was  next  presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson.  The 
receipts  of  the  General  Fund  amounted  to  1,586/.  16s.  10d., 
made  up  as  follows  :  Penalties  and  costs,  66/.  15s.  lid.  ; 
subscriptions,  368/'.  Os.  6d.  ;  "Journal"  and  publications, 
951/.

Moving  the  adoption  of  this  report  the  Treasurer 
said  the  payments  and  balances  were  almost  identical 
with  those  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  There 
was  an  amount  of  30/.  for  telephones  to  be  paid  at  once, 
and  he  had  taken  it  upon  himself  to  sanction  the  pay- 
ment before  it  was  submitted  to  the  Council.  He  men- 
tioned also  that  Mr.  R.  L.  Whigham  had  sent  6s.  2d.  for 
the  Benevolent  Fund  as  payments  by  customers  for  being 
weighed.  The  balance  shown  on  the  Benevolent  Fund 
was  larger  than  last  year,  but  he  thought  the  demands 
were  also  greater. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fukd. 

The  report  of  the  acting  Benevolent  Fund  Committee 
was  taken  in  camera,  after  which  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  moved 
its  adoption.  He  said  that  grants  amounting  to  136/.  10s. 
were  made  to  nine  applicants,  the  extra  receipts  being 
absorbed  in  this  way.  At  next  quarter  day  400/.  will 
be  required  for  payments  to  annuitants. 

The  President  hoped  that  members  of  the  Society  will 
be  moved  to  respond  to  the  demands  of  the  fund. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  a  resolution  passed  sanc- 
tioning the  payment  of  30/.  due  to  the  London  Orphan 
Asylum  for  one  of  the  Society's  orphans. 

Library  Committee. 
The  report  was  next  received  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
School,  and  House  Committee.  This  contained  references 
to  the  statistics  of  the  libraries  in  London  and  Edin- 
burgh and  also  to  school  matters.  The  distribution  of 
the  school  prizes  is  to  take  place  on  June  26.  An  account 
tor  13/.  12s.  was  approved  of  for  house  repairs.  It  was 
decided  that  the  periodical  cleaning  of  the  sinks,  etc., 
should  only  be  done  once  a  year  in  future.  It  was  re- 
commended to  accept  the  invitation  to  take  part  in  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Congress  in  1913  at  The 
Hague. 

The  Vice-President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Gilmour  asked  for  information  regarding  the  date 
of  (he  school  prizes  distribution. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  explained  that  the 
Council  prizes  and  Pereira  medal  were  distributed  in 
October;  it  is  only  the  school  prizes  that  are  given  out 
at  the  distribution  on  June  26. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

(  Local  Associations  Committee. 

Mr.  NEATHEBCOAT  then  presented  the  report  of  the 
Local  Associations  Committee,  which  referred  to  the  meet- 
ings held  prior  to  May  1.  The  arrangements  for  the 
President  s  reception  were  also  noted,  and  Mr.  Neather- 
coat  added  that  this  function  had  turned  out  to  be  one  of, 
11  not  the  most  successful  of  its  kind  in  recent  years. 

Ilie  President  also  spoke  of  the  reception  which  gave 
rum  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  a  lar^e 
number  of  provincial  members. 

The  report  was  adopted. 


Divisional  Secretary. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Winfield  was  appointed  Divisional  Secretary 
for  the  Tamworth  Division  of  Warwickshire. 

Apprentices  Registered. 
The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  registered  during 
the  month  a  number  (not  stated)  of  apprentices  or  students. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 
The  report  was  next  taken  of  the  members  acting  as  a 
General  Purposes  Committee.  This  referred  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees.  It  was  recommended  that  Mr. 
T.  A.  White  and  Mr.  Sargeant  should  be  appointed  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund,  Journal  and  Publications,  and  Local 
Associations  Committees.  Mr.  Currie's  name  was  substi- 
tuted for  that  of  Mr.  E.  White,  who  becomes  ex-officio  a 
member  of  all  committees.  Mr.  Currie  did  not  desire  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  but  chose  the 
Local  Associations  Committee  instead.  The  Parliamen- 
tary Watch  Committee  was  reappointed ;  it  consists  of 
the  Council's  representatives  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance,  with  Mr.  Currie  and 
Mr.  Campkin — nine  members  in  all.  Mr.  Rowsell  re- 
ported to  the  committee  regarding  the  Insurance  Commit- 
tees, stating  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  urged  that  pharmacists 
should  move  to  secure  representation  on  the  local  Insur- 
ance Committees  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  Mr. 
E.  T.  Neathercoat  was  nominated  as  a  Council  representa- 
tive on  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insur- 
ance in  place  of  Mr.  Walshaw,  who  failed  in  May  to 
secure  re-election  to  the  Council.  Several  complaints  were 
received  regarding  the  incidence  of  the  Shops  Act  in  cases 
where  the  chemist  is  single-handed,  or  has  only  one  assist- 
ant. Action  in  this  matter  was  deferred  pending  further 
inquiries  at  the  Home  Office.

Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Decoction  of  Comfrey. 

Messes.  Clay  &  Abraham,  87  Bold  Street,  Liverpool, 
employ  the  following  formula  for  decoction  of  comfrey, 
the  recipe  being  communicated  to  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal  "  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Macalister  : 

Take  of  comf rey-root  in  coarse  powder  4  oz.  ;  of  water 
25  oz.  :  boil  slowly  for  fifteen  minutes,  strain,  and  make 
ud  to  16  fluid  ounces.  The  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of 
allantoin  to  the  infusion  (for  example,  5  grains  previously 
dissolved  in  half-an-ounce  of  boiling  water)  makes  it  more 
efficacious. 

Real  Bay-rum. 

Mr.  F.  T.  Gordon  ("  Drug-gusts'  Circular  ")  supplies 
the  following  recipe  for  a  bay-rum  that  approaches  very 
near  to  that  distilled  in  the  West  Indies  : 

Bay  oil    5-6  parts 

Pimento  oil   1  part 

Orange  oil    1  part 

Spirit    400  parts 

Water   ■    400  parts 

Santa  Cruz  rum    200  parts 

Dissolve  the  oils  in  the  alcohol,  add  the  rum.  then  the 
water,  and,  after  a  few  hours,  filter.  No  colouring  is 
required.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS

Taraxacum  as  a  Cure  for  Cancer 

appears   to   be  the  very 
latest  discovery,  and  already  there  is  quite  a  run  on  the 
liquid  extract.      So  far,  there  are  not  very  many  clinical 
reports  to  go  by ;  and  as  one  swallow  does   not  make 
summer,  we  must  wait  and  hear  the  views  of  a  good  few 
more  medical  men  after  they  have  tried  the  remedy.  A 
recent  writer  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  is  very 
enthusiastic  on  the  subject,  and  he  claims  that  a  cure  has 
been  effected  in  one  case  of  undoubted  malignant  disease. 
In  the  meantime,  it  would  be  well  were  we  to  see  to  our 
stocks  of  this  galenical.      It  will  be   very    curious  if 
even  one  case  be  found  to  yield  to  taraxacum,  for  if  there 
is  one  drug  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  that  seemed  hopeless  it 
was  surely  dandelion-root.    Nevertheless,  it  has  long  had 
a  reputation  among  dealers  in  simples,  and  it  may  have 
certain  specific  virtues  after  all.    Infusion  of  violet-leaves 
is  still  with  us,  for  I  have  one  customer  for  whom  it  must 
be  kept  in  stock.    That  it  is  not  without  effect  seems  to 
be  proved  by  the  fact  that  on  one  occasion,  when  for 
some  weeks  I  was  out  of  stock,  the  patient  steadily  got 
worse.    The  solution  of  the  glucoside  was  tried,  but  it  was 
quite  ineffective,  and  no  sooner  was  a  supply  of  the 
infusion  obtained  than  improvement  took  place.    It  will 
be  strango  if  it  be  found  some  day  that  these  homely 
drugs  possess  the  virtue  of  curing  cancer,  considering 
that  during  the  past  few  years  somo  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  pounds  have  been  spent,  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  mice  have  been  sacrificed,   in   the   cause   of  cancer 
research. 

The  Ready  Acceptance 

of    the   Shops    Act    by    the  great 
majority  of  tradesmen  is  another  instance  of  the  change 
that  has  taken  place  in  public  opinion  with  regard  to 
State  interference  with  individual  liberty.    I  welcome  the 
Act  as  heartily  as  anybody,  but  to  the  philosophical 
observer  it  means  more  than  is  apparent  to  the  weary 
shopkeeper,  who  rejoices  to  be  compelled  on  one  day  in 
the  week  to  put  up  his  shutters  at  1  p.m.    The  principle 
of  the  Act,  however,  is  not  greatly  different  from  that  of 
picketing  by  strikers,  inasmuch  as  in  the  interest  of  those 
who  do  not  wish  to  work,  it  keeps  from  working  those 
who  are  willing  to  do  so.    The  moral  is  that  an  Act 
which  in  an  individual  or  a  body  of  men  is  intolerable 
may  be  acceptable  when  enforced  by  the  State.  Many 
of  my  Conservative  friends  who,  in  consequence  of  the 
Shops  Act,  are  enjoying  their  golf  or  tennis  on  a  Wednes 
day  afternoon  would  resent  being  told  that  they  owe  this 
recreation  to  an  essentially  socialistic  piece  of  legislation ; 
but  it  is  impossible  to  deny  the  fact.    As  Lord  Beacons 
field  once  said,  we  are  all  of  us  socialists  nowadays,  but 
most  of  us  without  knowing  it. 
The  Rider  to  the  Verdict 

in  the  Ilkeston  case  to  the  effect  that 
"at  present  there  is  no  proper  supervision  of  the  sale  of 
children's  powders  "  was  as  gratuitous  a  piece  of  imperti- 
nence as  a  coroner's  jury  ever  committed,  and  that  is 
saying  a  good  deal.  There  was  nothing  in  the  evidence 
that  even  remotely  connected  the  death  of  the  child  with 
the  powder  given  to  it;  indeed,  the  medical  opinion  was 
that  "the  child  was  doomed  from  its  birth."  The 
powder  itself  was  admittedly  harmless  and  such  as  is 
usually  given  in  cases  of  difficult  teething,  and  difficult 
teething  is  not  infrequently  accompanied  by  convulsions 


when  the  child  is  delicate.  Yet- the  jury  added  to  their 
verdict  this  rider,  which  by  implication  means  "  Not 
guilty,  but  don't  do  it  again."  The  case  is  interesting 
as  showing  the  tendency,  growing  stronger  every  day, 
towards  what  the  more  stalwart  politicians  of  half  a 
century  ago  used  to  stigmatise  as  "  grandmotherly  govern- 
ment." A  mother  must  not  be  allowed  to  give  her  child 
a  simple  remedy  for  a  common  ailment,  nor  a  chemist 
to  supply  one,  except  by  a  doctor's  prescription.  It 
will  soon  be  penal  to  cut  a  tooth  except  under  medical 
supervision.  The  doctor,  with  the  policeman  at  his  back, 
will,  if  this  tendency  persists  unchecked,  rule  our  lives, 
so  far  as  health  is  concerned,  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave. 

The  Demand  for  Iodine 

is  limited,  and  until  some  other  out- 
let is  found  for  the  element  there  is  not  much  hope  of 
resuscitating  the  kelp  industry  if  we  are  to  depend  on  that 
alone.    The  price  of  iodine  has  for  many  years  been  an 
artificial  one,  and  not  at  all  dependent  on  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand.    In  point  of  fact,  South  American  nitrate, 
or  caliche,  contains  far  more  iodine  than  the  world  re- 
quires, and  the  price  is  only  kept  up  by  limiting  the 
output.      Whether  the  time  will  ever  come  when  the 
supply  of  natural  potash  salts  is  not  equal  to  the  demand 
is  another  question ;  possibly  recourse  might  then  be  had 
to  kelp,  and  in  that  case  iodine  would  be  a  by-product 
which  it  might  be  worth  while  to  collect,  provided  the 
combines  were  agreeable.    A  century  hence  the  exhaus- 
tion of  the  virgin  soils  of  the  world  may  compel  our 
descendants  to  utilise  every  available  source  of  potash, 
and  by  that  time  also  caliche  will  no  doubt  have  found  a 
competitor  in  atmospheric  nitrogen  so  keen  as  to  close 
down  the  nitrate-mining  industry.      Till  something  of 
that  kind  occurs  it  is  hardly  likely  that  anyone  will  be 
found  willing  to  put  down  the  modern  plant  mentioned 
as  necessary  by  "The  Times"  correspondent  if  the  kelp 
industry  is  again  to  flourish.    In  the  meantime,  as  men- 
tioned by  you,  another  source  of  potash  has  been  dis- 
covered, and  the  value  of  kelp  as  a  potash-producer  seems 
to  recede  still  further  into  the  dim  and  distant  future. 
It  is  a  Sure  Sign 

of  the  decadence  of  a  country,  says  Mri 
Davies,  the  "super-tramp,"  when  beggars  take  to  carry- 
ing articles  for  sale,  and  to  this  pitch,  he  adds  bitterly, 
we  have  come  in  England.      The  "  downrighter,"  the 
beggar  pure  and  simple,  is  passing  away  (though  the 
street  singer  cannot  be  put  in  any  other  category) ;  good 
beggars  are  becoming  scarce,  and  the  best-intentioned 
among  them  are  being  forced  by  the  police  into  such 
unworthy  devices  as  peddling  bootlaces,  pins,  matches,1 
and  self-made  novelties.       "  Birmingham  has,  by  her 
cheap  goods,  turned  many  a  good  beggar  into  a  pedlar, 
which  is  a  pity."    The  complaint  is  quite  seriously  made,, 
and  perhaps  there  is  some  truth  in  it.    I  do  not  know  that 
beggars  are  as  yet  beginning  to  hawk  drugs,  but  I  would 
rather  give  an  honest  man  a  penny  outright  than  be  asked 
to  buy  a  bootlace  that  will  break  the  second  time  it  is 
used.    And,  right  or  wrong,  Mr.  Davies  is  only  doing  as 
we  all  do,  judging  of  the  whole  by  the  part  he  knows 
best,  taking  the  decay  of  his  own  industry  as  indicative 
of  national  decay.    This  consideration  is  reassuring,  as  is 
also  the  fact  that  Charles  Lamb  made  a  similar  complaint 
of  the  decay  of  beggars  nearly  a  hundred  years  ago,  and 
yet  England  still  stands  where  she  did.    Possibly  she 
may  continue  to  do  so  when  the  last  beggar  and  the  last 
pharmacist  have  both  gone  to  their  long  home ;  and  the 
trade  of  each  has  been  decaying  so  long  that  their  end 
may  be  more  distant  than  some  pessimists  seem  to  think.

National  Insurance. 

The  arrangements  for  enforcement  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act  on  July  15  are  proceeding  steadily — relentlessly, 
some  may  be  inclined  to  say.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  presided 
at  a  meeting  held  at  the  National  Insurance  Offices, 
London,  on  Monday,  when  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  formation  of  Provisional  Committees  for  each  county, 
in  accordance  with  Section  78,  which  is  to  the  following 
effect  : 

If  any  difficulty  arises  with  respect  to  the  constitution  of 
Insurance  Committees,  or  the  advisory  committee,  or  other- 
wise, in  bringing  into  operation  this  Part  of  this  Act,  the 
Insurance  Commissioners,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury, 
may  by  order  make  any  appointment  and  do  anything  which 
appears  to  them  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  establish- 
ment of  such  committees  or  for  bringing  this  Part  of  the 
Act  into  operation,  and  any  such  order  may  modify  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  so  far  as  may  appear  necessary  or 
expedient  for  carrying  the  order  into  effect :  Provided  that 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  shall  not  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  by  this  section  after  the  first  day  of  January 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Section  59  provides  that  Insurance  Committees  shall  be 
formed  as  to  three-fifths  by  representatives  of  the  insured 
persons  resident  in  the  county,  one-fifth  by  the  council 
of  the  county  or  county  borough,  up  to  three  medical  re- 
presentatives according  to  numerical  strength,  and  the 
remaining  members  by  ,*the  Insurance  Commissioners.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  sanatorium  benefit  will  come  into 
force  on  July  15  Provisional  Insurance  Committees  are. 
to  be  appointed  forthwith.  In  this  connection  the  State 
Sickness  Insurance  Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Asso^ 
ciation  has  (had  an  interview  with  Sir  Robert  Morant,  Chair- 
man of  the  Commissioners,  and  Mr.  Smith  Whitaker,  the 
Vice-Chairman,  in  the  course  of  which  Sir  Robert  explained 
that  the  Provisional  Committees  shall  as  soon  as  possible 
be  replaced  by  the  duly  elected  Insurance  Committees. 
They  will  deal  with  sanatorium  benefit,  but  will  not  con- 
fine themselves  exclusively  to  this.  The  Commissioners 
desired  the  Association  to  forward  the  names  of  suitable 
medical  practitioners  to  serve  upon  the  Provisional  Com- 
mittee.   This  put  the  State  Sickness  Insurance  Committee

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in  a  quandary,  as  no  member  of  the  Association  may 
take  any  office  under  the  Act  other  than  that  of  the  Advi- 
sory Committee  until  the  demands  of  the  profession  are 
satisfied.  Sir  Robert  Morant  put  his  proposal  in  writing, 
and  on  May  30  the  State  Sickness  Insurance  Committee 
resolved 

to  inform  the  Insurance  Commissioners  that,  acting  under 
resolutions  of  the  Special  Representative  Meeting  of 
February  1912,  the  committee  found  it  impossible  to  assist 
the  Commissioners  in  the  manner  desired  by  obtaining  from 
the  various  district  or  provisional  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion the  names  of  representatives  for  the  suggested  Pro- 
visional Insurance  Committee. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  the  Commissioners'  next 
step  will  be.  The  British  Medical  Association  does  not 
meet  until  the  last  week  in  July,  and  unless  another 
Special  Representative  Meeting  is  called  the  Association 
cannot  participate  in  selecting  the  medical  members  for 
the  County  Committees.  The  Commissioners  can  get  along 
without  them,  no  doubt ;  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  medical 
men  that  representation  of  the  profession  on  the  com- 
mittees was  agreed  to. 

The  British  Medical  Association's  Committee  complained 
that  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  is  slow,  and, 
so  far  as  medical  benefit  is  concerned,  had  been  confined 
to  (1)  the  method  of  remuneration  of  practitioners,  and  (2) 
the  preparations  of  lists  of  practitioners  to  serve  on  the 
panels.  In  connection  with  the  first  matter,  Mr.  Whitaker 
stated  to  the  committee  that  a  great  deal  of  information 
has  already  been  collected  and  is  to  be  supplied  to  the 
Association,  which  would  be  invited  to  state,  both  in 
writing  and  orally,  the  interpretation  it  put  upon  the 
facts  collected.  The  Commissioners  desire  to  take  two 
or  three  selected  towns  and  to  arrange  that  the  books  and 
records  of  the  whole  of  the  medical  men  practising  in 
those  towns  shall  be  examined  confidentially  by  accoun- 
tants with  a  view  to  obtaining  information  as  to  the  total 
amount  of  work  and  the  total  amount  of  remuneration 
received  by  such  practitioners,  distinguishing  the  amount 
received  from  those  who  would  be  insured  under  the  Act 
from  those  who  would  not  be  insured.  This  is  of  interest 
to  pharmacists,  in  so  far  as  little  will  be  decided  about 
dispensing  under  the  Act  until  an  arrangement  is  come 
to  with  medical  men.  The  proposed  examination  of 
•doctors'  books  will  also  reveal  how  much  the  provision  of 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  to  their 
patients  has  cost  them,  and  this  will  bear  upon  the  pay- 
ment to  chemists  for  dispensing.  The  nearer  we  approach 
the  enforcement  of  the  Act  the  more  nebulous  the  pharma- 
ceutical position  becomes,  a  circumstance  which  we  attri- 
bute chiefly  to  the  medical  delay.  It  is  about  the  worst 
possible  time  for  pharmacists  to  express  new  demands,  as, 
for  example,  the  suggestion  of  the  Welsh  Pharmaceutical 
Insurance  Committee  defining  "  proper  and  sufficient  drugs 
and  medicines  "  [Section  15  (5)]  as  those  contained  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Codex.  It  would  impede  the  medical  service  under 
the  Act  to  narrow  down  the  choice  of  remedies  which 
doctors  may  prescribe  to  these  publications ;  moreover,  it 
is  utterly  inconsistent  with  British  medical  practice  to 
impose  conditions  of  treatment  upon  medical  practitioners. 
We  can  conceive  of  nothing  which  would  be  more  helpful 
to  doctors  than  this  suggestion;  helpful  in  respect  to 
Section  15  (5,  iii.),  which  empowers  the  Commissioners 
to  make  regulations  under  which  medical  practi- 
tioners may  supply  drugs  or  medicine  to  insured  persons. 
It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  such  regulations  will  not 
be  made,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  pharmacists  should 
help  by  proposals  which  are  at  variance  with  medical  prac- 
tice, or  which  may  add  to  the  cost  of  medical  benefit. 


Indian  Opium  in  China. 

The  Indian  opium  trade  in  China  seems  to  be  in  a  very 
precarious  and  difficult  position,  judging  by  the  lengthy 
correspondence  and  leading  articles  published  in  the 
"  North  China  Daily  News."  It  appears  that  for  some 
months  past  there  has  been  a  steady  accumulation  of 
Indian  opium  at  Hong-Kong  and  Shanghai,  the  value  of 
which  at  both  ports  is  over  ten  millions  sterling.  These 
stocks  are  estimated  at  about  25,000  chests,  the  bulk  of 
which  has  been  bought  by  Indian  merchants  at  the  Govern- 
ment auctions  for  sale  in  the  interior  of  China.  Very  high 
values  have  been  paid  by  these  merchants,  this  being  due 
to  competition  among  themselves,  and  also  to  the  reduction 
of  the  quantity  of  certified  opium  offered  in  the  Calcutta 
auctions  as  a  consequence  of  the  new  Convention  of  last 
May.  Ever  since  the  treaty  of  1907  providing  for  a  10-per- 
cent, reduction  annually  in  the  quantities  put  up  at  the  Cal- 
cutta auctions,  the  market  has  steadily  advanced,  and  what- 
ever the  price  there  were  no  sellers.  Just  prior  to  the  revolu- 
tion the  price  touched  the  unconscionable  level  of  4.000  taels 
per  chest,  but  the  advent  of  the  revolution  stopped  this 
trade,  as  it  did  every  other  trade,  and  prices  came  down 
with  a  slump.  The  treaty  of  May  8,  1911,  and  the  new 
regulations  of  the  Government  of  India  by  which  the  stocks 
were  not  allowed  to  accumulate  in  India,  are  responsible 
for  the  transference  of  the  stocks  to  Shanghai  and  Hong- 
Kong.  The  Indian  merchants  have  the  right,  under  the 
Opium  Agreement  of  last  year,  to  dispose  of  their  stocks 
in  the  interior  of  China.  It  is  now  said  they  are  prevented 
from  doing  so  by  the  obstruction  of  Chinese  officials,  and 
this  has  brought  about  a  protest  from  the  leading  opium 
merchants  in  Bombay,  who  on  May  31  sent  the  following 
telegram  to  the  Finance  Member  of  the  Viceroy's  Council 
at  Simla  : 

We  earnestly  request  you  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Viceroy  the  extremely  critical  position  of  the  opium  trade 
with  China.  Chinese  merchants,  having  already  bought 
opium,  express  their  inability  to  take  delivery  because  they 
are  obstructed  by  several  provincial  authorities,  who  un- 
reasonably refuse  to  admit  Indian  opium  in  defiance  of 
existing  treaties.  The  consequence  is  that  our  stocks  go  on 
accumulating  and  we  are  unable  to  effect  sales.  We  are 
obliged  to  continue  buying  opium  so  long  as  opium  is  put 
up  for  sale  by  the  Government,  in  order  to  keep  up  rates. 
Otherwise  the  Chinese  markets  would  collapse  and  our  losses 
would  then  be  unbearably  great. 

It  is  on  the  faith  of  explicit  treaties  between  the  British 
and  Chinese  Governments,  particularly  of  that  of  May  1911, 
that  merchants  have  hitherto  been  buying  opium.  It  is 
notorious,  however,  that  these  treaties  have  been  in  many 
ways  defiantly  disregarded.  The  resumption  of  the  cultiva- 
tion of  opium  in  China  is  unchecked,  and  in  several  of  the 
most  important  provinces  the  free  and  unrestricted  cultiva- 
tion of  the  opium  poppy  is  decidedly  in  evidence.  Repeated 
efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  fair  play  for  the  opium 
trade  with  China  in  accordance  with  existing  treaties.  These 
efforts  have  hopelessly  failed  because  the  present  Chinese 
Government  is  evidently  unable  to  secure  the  observance  of 
(lie  treaties  by  its  own  provincial  authorities.  Unless  the 
British  Government  will  at  once  come  to  the  rescue  and 
give  us  strong  support  a  grave  financial  crisis  will  follow 
resulting  in  a  widespread  dislocation  of  trade  in  general. 

There  are  several  ways  of  averting  the  crisis.  May  we 
venture  to  make  one  suggestion— namely,  that  some  arrange- 
ment be  reached  whereby  our  present  stocks  can  be  taken 
over  by  the  Chinese  Government  and  dealt  with  as  the 
exigencies  of  their  country  may  require?  We  are  quite 
willing  to  put  an  end  to  our  trade  in  opium  and  to  stop 
further  purchases.  Consequently,  we  resoeetfully  request 
you  to  stop  further  sales  of  Bengal  in  Calcutta'  and  the 
export  right  of  Mahva  in  Bombay.  This  will  put  an  end 
to  all  friction  of  conflicting  interests  and  secure  the  earliest 
possible  cessation  of  shipments  of  opium  to  China  whirh 
the  British  Government  so  sincerely  desires.  May  we  add 
that  the  merchants  signing  this  appeal  represent  their 
branches  not  only  in  Bombay,  but  also  in  Calcutta  and 
China'  We  beg  the  Vicerov  to  cable  the  terms  of  this 
telegram  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  so  that  negotiations  mav 
be  promptly  begun  with  the  Chinese  Government  and  a 
grave  financial  crisis  averted. 
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It  is  asserted  that  the  officials  are  squeezing  out  the  last 
consignments  of  Indian  opium  from  the  interior  of  China 
in  defiance  of  their  own  Agreement.  Evidence  on  this  point 
is  furnished  by  the  London  "Times"  correspondent  at 
Shanghai,  who  reports  that  last  January  the  military 
authorities  in  Chekiang  seized  nine  chests  of  opium  belong- 
ing to  a  British  firm  in  Shanghai,  which  it  took  three 
months  to  recover,  and  followed  up  this  action  by  issuing 
a  notification  that  foreign  opium  was  prohibited  from 
entering  Chekiang.  As  the  result  of  many  representations 
through  the  British  Consuls  in  Hangchow,  Nanking,  and 
Shanghai,  the  Military  Governor  of  Chekiang  eventually 
replied  on  March  19  that  the  notification  did  not  apply  to 
Indian  opium,  and  issued  a  new  proclamation  to  this  effect. 
Merchants  contend,  however,  that  the  practical  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  the  trade  are  the  same  as  ever,  and  that, 
as  already  stated,  the  Agreement  is  being  defied.  The 
question  arises,  Who  is  going  to  compensate  the  Indian 
merchants  if  the  terms  of  the  Agreement  are  not  kept  ? 
China  is  evidently  relying  on  the  fact  that  British  public 
opinion  will  not  bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  them,  as  the 
opium  merchant  has  no  friends.  Moreover,  Dr.  Sun 
Yat-Sen  is  appealing  for  a  revision  of  the  Opium  Treaty 
of  May  1911,  using  the  argument  that  if  foreign  opium 
is  stopped,  it  will  be  possible  to  stop  native  cultivation. 


Lime-juice  Regulations. 

An  amendment  of  the  official  regulations  governing  the 
fortifying  of  lime  and  lemon  juice  in  bond  for  ship's 
stores  and  exportation  has  been  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs  and  Excise.  In  order  that  the  new 
matter  now  introduced  may  be  noticed  in  the  context  of 
the  old  regulation,  it  is  printed  below  in  italics,  the  whole 
constituting  the  substituted  regulation  issued  by  the 
official  authorities  at  the  Custom  House  : 

368.  When  juice  is  fortified  in  Warehouse,  a  mixing  cask 
or  small  vat  is  to  be  provided  in  which  the  operation  is  to 
be  conducted.  The  Officer  is  to  see  that  the  spirits  and  juice 
are  thoroughly  mixed,  the  spirits  being  first  put  into  the 
vat.  The  mixturo  must  be  left  at  rest  for  not  less  than 
twenty-four  hours  in  order  to  allow  the  fine  pulpy  matter 
to  subside.  The  tap  in  the  mixing  vat  for  drawing  off  the 
juice  must  be  inserted  about  6  or  7  inches  from  the  bottom,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  sedimentary  matter  from  being  drawn 
off.  The  Officer  attending  the  bottling  should,  before  the 
bottling  com  menccs,  draw  off  from  the  tap  a  pint  of  the 
fortified  juice  into  a  tall  glass  cylinder.  If  the  juice,  so 
drawn  off  is  not  bright  and.  clear  and  free  from  pulpy  matter 
the  bulk  must  be  allowed  to  remain  at  rest  for  a  further 
■period  of  twelve  hours,  or  until  the  juice  drawn  off  is  bright 
and  clear.  The  pulpy  deposit  left  in  the  vat  at  the  end  of 
each  operation  must  be  so  filtered  that  the  juice  extracted 
therefrom  will,  before  being  bottled  or  put  into  a  cask,  be  as 
bright  and  clear  as  the  upper  portion  drawn  off  without 
filtration.  Instead  of  waiting  till  the  pulpy  matter  subsides 
the  trader  may  be  allowed  at  any  lime  after  fortification  to 
filter  the  whole  of  the  fortified  juice;  and  if  the  filtered 
juice  is  bright  and  clear  and  free  from  all  pulpy  matter  it 
may  be  immediately  bottled.  With  a  view  to  test  the 
accuracy  of  the  mixture  and  the  condition  and  character  of 
the  fortified  juice,  a  sample  drawn  from  the  tap  of  each 
vat  or  cask,  or  from  the  filtered  juice,  immediately  before 
bottling,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Government  Laboratory, 
Clement's  Inn  Passage,  London,  W.C.  An  advice  letter 
giving  particulars  as  to  the  quantity  of  the  juice  and  the 
date  on  which  it  was  approved  should  be  sent  by  post  to  the 
Government  Chemist.  If  the  report  of  the  '  Government 
Chemist  shows  that,  the  percentage  of  proof  spirit  is  more 
than  one  percent,  above  or  below  the  limit  of  fifteen  percent, 
allowed  by  the  regulations,  the  case  is  to  be  reporter?,  to  the 
Board.  Lime  or  Lemon.  Juice  which  has  been,  so  fortified  and 
rendered  bright  and  clear  may  be  bottled,  labelled  and 
sealed  •with  the  official  seal  and  packed  in.  cases  for  exporta- 
tion as  Ship's  Stores  under  the  Board  of  Trade  regulations. 

369.  Fortified  juice  may  be  exported  as  merchandise  in 
casks  containing  not  less  than  nine  gallons.  The  provisions 
of  paragraph  368  arc  not  applicable  to  such  juice. 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  object  of  the  revision  is  to  facili- 
tate the  work  of  the  manufacturer  (referred  to  as 
"trader")  by  accelerating  the  clarification  process  by 
the  use  of  filters.  At  the  same  time  the  authorities  take 
extra  precautions  in  seeing  that  the  juice  is  up  to  standard 
both  in  quality  and  strength.  With  such  a  rapidly- 
deteriorating  article  as  lime  or  lemon  juice,  any  pro- 
tracted delay  in  the  manufacturing  stages  is  a  matter  of 
great  consideration  to  the  owner.  In  our  opinion  the  old 
prescribed  method,  whereby  samples  could  be  sent  to  the 
nearest  official  laboratory  or  testing-station,  saved  at  least 
delay,  the  trader  being  in  the  position  of  having  his 
sample  examined  while  still  fresh  and  on  the  spot,  whereas 
the  new  method  of  posting  to  London  means  an  extra  two 
days — a  delay  for  which  there  would  seem  to  be  little  justi- 
fication, except  that  it  may  accord  better  with  the  new- 
era  in  Government  chemistry. 


"  Chloride  of  Lime  " 

is  the  latest  thing  for  inspectors  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  buy.  This  is  an  old 
name  for  calcium  chloride,  but  it  is  chlorinated 
lime  that  the  inspectors  want — and  get,  with  bad  results 
to  the  retailers,  as  one  case  that  we  have  reported  proves. 
We  hear  of  another  in  the  provinces,  and  warn  our  readers 
so  that  they  may  make  sure  (1)  what  the  purchaser  wants 
and  (2)  to  see  that  he  gets  it.  Unfortunately,  "chloride 
of  lime"  is  given  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
as  a  name  for  chlorinated  lime ;  and  as  some  people  regard 
the  book  as  authoritative  in  the  same  sense  as  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  (which  it  is  not),  the  trade  is  getting  inti> 
trouble  through  it. 

Secret  Remedies  in  France. 
When  the  "Medical  Press  and  Circular"  deals  with 
unqualified  medical  practice,  proprietary  medicines,  or  any- 
thing which  its  writers  imagine  to  affect  the  pockets  of 
medical  men,  either  too  much  or  too  little  is  said.  We 
quote  as  an  example  a  passage  from  an  editorial  this 
week,  and  give  alongside  it  an  extract  from  the  C.  <£  D. 
of  March  30,  which  states  the  facts  correctly  :

Our  contemporary  is  sadly  in  need  of  a  little  more  prac- 
tical acquaintance  with  this  subject. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Edmund  White,  Ph.C,  B.Sc, 
as  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  is  an  event  of  more  than  passing  interest.  Mr. 
White  holds  a  highly  responsible  position  on  the  staff  of 
Messrs.  Hopkin  &  Williams,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
and  is  not  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy,  nor  has  he  been 
since  he  entered  the  School  of  Pharmacy  as  a  Bell  scholar 
in  1886,  which  he  left  to  become  pharmaceutist  of  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital.  Since  Mr.  H.  Sugden  Evans  was 
President  of  the  Society  in  1869-70  no  manufacturer  or 
wholesaler,  who  has  not  simultaneously  been  engaged  in 
retail  pharmacy,  has  been  a.  President  of  the  Society  or 
occupied  the  vice-presidential  chair.  The  departure  from 
the  unwritten  rule  in  the  case  of  Mr.  White  is  the  highest 
compliment  which  his  colleagues  could  have  paid  to  him, 
while  it  is  also  a  recognition  of  his  services  on  the  Council. 
In  so  far,  however,  as  the  appointment  breaks  the  practice 
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of  over  four  decades  (more  than  half  the  existence  of  the 
.Society),  it  is  not  beyond  comment.  During  that  time 
members  of  the  Society  who  are  manufacturers  or  whole- 
salers and  not  retailers  have  been  content  to  serve  the 
Society  in  the  office  of  auditor,  and  there  is  a  tacit  under- 
standing tha,t  this  meets  with  general  approval.  The 
Society  is  thus  debarred  of  the  services  as  councillors  of 
many  able  men  of  presidential  fitness.  Are  we  to  assume 
that  the  embargo  is  now  removed  ? 

Pleasantries  without  Qualification. 

The  light  which  is  thrown  on  the  dark  phases  of  the 
Parliamentary  journey  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  by 
Mr.  W.  Huntrods.  in  his  address  to  the  Society  of  which 
he  is  President,  brings  into  relief  certain  events  of  which 
little  has  been  known  outside  official  circles.  The  deputa- 
tinii  of  Mr.  Huntrods'  Society  received  by  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs 
last  autumn  started  out  to  satisfy  the  Government  that  at 
present  the  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions  is  an 
important  part  of  their  business,  although  they  are  not 
registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  1868.  This  impressed 
the  Attorney-General,  and  hail  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
not  had  a  representative  in  so  close  touch  with  the  Govern- 
ment as  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was,  provision  might  have  been 
made  for  the  names  of  unregistered  retailers  to  be  put  on 
the  panel  for  dispensing.  That  would  have  been  a  gain  of 
little  immediate  value  to  drug-store  men,  for  the  provisions 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  would  prevent  them  from  compound- 
ing and  dispensing  poisons,  but  it  would  have  been  of  great 
importance  to  them  ultimately,  because  they  would  "have 
made  much,  no  doubt,  of  the  disability  and  so  forged  a 
lever  for  statutory  recognition.  Mr.  Huntrods  gives  a 
version  of  what  .Mr.  Glyn-Jones  did  to  checkmate  him, 
but  he  does  not  tell  that  the  prescription  sent 
to  his  colleagues  was  for  a  simple  application  and 
"  Gossypium."  The  reason  given  by  some  retailers  for 
not  dispensing  it  was  that  they  had  not  any  gossypium  in 
stock.  Then  came  the  unregistered  men's  chance,  and 
Mr.  Huntrods  declares  that  his  salol-emulsion  prescription 
was  taken  to  nine  chemists  and  none  of  them  could  dispense 
it.  We  should  like  to  know  where  these  nine  chemists 
iiv,  for  Mr.  Huntrods  does  not  say.  Although  the 
mi.  ident  is  closed,  and  appeared  to  have  little  effect  upon 
the  National  Insurance  Bill,  it  would  be  interesting  to 
know  who  the  chemists  were  and  why  they  refused  to 
dispense  the  prescription. 

Foot-and-Mouth  Disease. 

A  Departmental  Committee  was  appointed  last  year  by 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  inquire  into 
tin-  outbreaks  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  and  to  consider 
whether  any  further  measures  can  be  adopted  to  prevent 
their  recurrence.  This  Committee  has  now  reported,  and 
it  is  noted  that  investigations  regarding  anthrax  were 
included  on  the  ground  that  infection  in  both  cases  mav  be 
<  arned  through  similar  channels  and  be  subject  to"  the 
same  preventive  measures.  The  first  outbreak  of  foot-and- 
mouth  disease  in  this  country  was  in  1839.  in  consequence 
of  which  the  landing  of  animals  was  prohibited.  From 
that  time  down  to  the  passing  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
\'  '.  1896.  there  were  periodical  outbreaks  of  the  disease. 
I  he  Act  referred  to  has  not  given  complete  immunity,  but 
has  been  the  means  of  checking  both  the  frequency  and 
the  severity  of  the  outbreaks.  No  direct  origin  of  the  out- 
breaks has.  as  a  rule,  been  traceable,  and  the  Committee 
are  unable  to  throw  any  light  upon  this  aspect  of  the  ques- 
tion but  have  been  able  to  obtain  valuable  suggestions 
with  a  view  to  reducing  the  risk  in  future.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  an  international  experimental  station  be 
estabushed.  The  Committee  are  satisfied  that  immunisa- 
tion of  animals  can  be  effected  by  the  injection  of  a  preven- 
tive serum,  but  this  should  not  be  entrusted  to  other  than 
B  silled  hands,  and  only  employed  upon  animals  remotely 
connected  with  the  contagion,  which  would  be  liable  at 
pi  esent  to  be  slaughtered.  The  use  of  disinfectants  might, 
t'x-  report  continues,  be  made  compulsory  without  inflicting 
,i  eat -  Hardship.  The  disease  does  not  arise  spontaneously, 
ana  it  is  considered  that  it  must  have  been  imported  by 
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the  methods  by  which  the  disease  is  spread. 


The  Fairchild  Lectures.

IV.    Commerce  of  Essential  Oils. 

THE  fourth  lecture  of  the  series  of  Fairchild  lectures 
was  given  on  May  30  in  the  lecture-theatre  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.  This  lecture  and  the  one  to  follow  are  by  Mr. 
J.  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.,  on  "  The  Occurrence,  Classification, 
Valuation,  and  Commerce  of  Essential  Oils."  Mr. 
Charles  B.  Allen 
took  the  chair 
promptly  at 
eight  o'clock. 
Among  those 
present  were  Sir

P.  A.  W.  Self,  Chas.  Umney,  E.  A.  Umney,  E.  White,  and 
H.  C.  Wright.  The  lecture-theatre  was  well  filled,  the 
falling-off  noticed  at  the  previous  lecture  being  made  good 
and  more.  Mr.  Umney  has  the  rather  onerous  duty  placed 
upon  him  of  giving  a  practical  turn  to  the  whole  series  of 
lect  ures,  and  this  he  commenced  to  do  in  an  admirable 
maimer ;  soon  the  lecture-theatre  was  rippling  with 
laughter,  and  the  lantern-slides  riveted  attention,  which 
was  maintained  throughout.  An  amusing  incident  of  the 
evening  occurred  when  reference  was  made  to  synthetic 
esters.  The  non-pharmaceutical  chemists  present  seemed 
to  regard  these  with  special  interest,  and  when  Mr.  Umney 
quietly  explained  that  these  are  skilfully  designed  as 
scientific  adulterants  of  natural  oils,  which  do  not  vitiate 
the  analytical  and  physical  "constants"  analysts  are 
accustomed  to  get  with  pure  oils,  Sir  William  Ti'lden  led 
off  the  laughter.  On  the  lecture-table  were  scores  of  speci- 
mens of  essential  oils  and  other  odorous  bodies,  some  of 
them  specially  prepared  for  the  lecture,  and  many  of  them 
rare  and  valuable.  Specimens  of  apparatus  used  in  the 
investigation  of  essential  oils  were  also  exhibited. 

Mr.  Umney  first  spoke  of  the  honour  which  had  been 
paid  him  in  asking  him  to  take  part  in  this  course  of 
lectures,  and  after  referring  to  his  student  days,  recalled 
that  twenty-three  years  ago  he  read  his  first  paper  in  that 
building  on  anise  oil,  since  when  his  hobby  has  been 
essential  oils. 

Histohy  of  Distillation-. 
Next  followed  a  review  of  the  history  of  distillation, 
rendered  very  interesting  by  a  series  of' lantern-slides  ot 
early  stills.  The  art  of  distillation  is  very  old,  and 
originated  probably  from  the  desire  of  man  to  possess  the. 
odours  of  flowers  in  a  tangible  form.  It  is  probable  that 
in  the  Nile  Valley,  the  cradle  of  chemistry,  the  art  of 
distilling  aromatic  bodies  was  first  practised, "and  doubtless 
the  Persians  also  possessed  the  secret  and  applied  it  to 
their  roses.  The  Moorish  conquerors  of  Southern  Spain 
are  known  to  have  possessed  apparatus  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  rose-water  and  alcohol  as  early  as  the  eleventh 
century,  while  in  the  eighth  century  Marcus  Graxms  is 
stated  to  have  used  an  inflammable  liquid — "  Greek  Fire  " 
—which  was  either  turpentine  or  alcohol,  in  eaeh  case  a 
distillation  product.  Camphor  has  been  known  in  the  Far 
East  since  the   sixth   century   at    least,  menthol  from 
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peppermint  having  been  employed  as  a  domestic  remedy 
among  the  Japanese  at  the  dawn  of  the  Christian  Era.  The 
lecturer  then  showed  a  number  of  slides  of  early  stills  of 
various  fantastic  shapes,  remarking  that  man  has  probably 
employed  the  still  for  at  least  2,000  years.  One  of  the 
earliest  slides  showed  the  distillation  of  cedar-wood  oil 
after  the  method  of  Dioscorides.  Following  on  with  this 
historical  review,  Mr.  Umney  mentioned  the  advances  made 
in  the  thirteenth  century  by  Villanovanus  and  his  pupil 
Raymond  Lully,  who  originated  the  medicinal  application 
of  distilled  waters.  Brunsclnvyek's  book  on  distilling 
was  mentioned,  an  English  translation  of  which  was  pub- 
lished at  Southwark  in  1525,  although  Schrinck's  book  on 
"  Burnt  Waters "  was  issued  before  that  (1517).  An 
interesting  point  about  Brunschwyek's  book  is  the  refer- 
ence to  oleum  de  spica,  which  Valerius  Cordus  in  1546 
stated  could  be  bought  more  advantageously  from  the 
South  of  France.  The  first  oils  distilled  were  those  of 
lavender,  rosemary,  and  juniper.  Cordus  gives  several 
details  of  the  physical  properties  of  essential  oils,  and  other 
sources  of  early  information  are  the  German  tariff  lists, 
Pharmacopoeias,  Pomet's  "  History  of  Druggs,"  and  the 
writings  of  Kunkel  of  Berlin  and  Linck  of  Leipzig.  Much 
of  the  development  and  spread  of  the  art  of  distillation  are 
due  to  the  demand  for  alcohol,  but  the  requirements  of 
medicine  were  also  factors  in  the  improvement  of  apparatus. 
Here  the  lecturer  gave  on  the  screen  further  illustrations 
of  apparatus,  among  them  pictures  of  the  factory  of 
Schimmel  of  Leipzig. 

Formation  of  Essential  Oils. 

Brief  references  were  next  made  to  the  formation  or 
elaboration  of  essential  oils  in  plants.  In  some  cases  all 
the  various  organs  of  the  plant  contain  the  oil,  while  in 
others  the  perfume  is  confined  to  particular  parts.  For 
example,  in  the  rose  the  oil  is  confined  to  the  petals,  in 
the  case  of  cinnamon  to  the  bark  and  leaves,  in  the  citrus 
family  the  fruit  peel  and  flowers  contain  the  oil ;  while  in 
the  case  of  the  pine  family  the  essential  oil  is  found  in 
practically  all  parts  of  the  tree.  What  is  the  function  of 
essential  oils  in  the  plant  is  not  fully  understood,  the 
power  of  attracting  insects  for  fertilising  purposes  appear- 
ing to  be  a  limited  application  of  their  iise.  Charabot's 
experiments  regarding  the  conditions  of  the  elaboration  of 
perfumes  in  plants  were  then  referred  to.  He  found  that 
the  essential  oil  is  in  the  first  case  produced  in  the 
chlorophyll-bearing  parts  of  plants,  and  that  the  suppres- 
sion of  inflorescence  causes  an  accumulation  of  oil  in  the 
green  parts.  In  the  case  of  basil,  the  oil  is  formed  in  the 
green  parts  before  flowering  ;  it  afterwards  accumulates  in 
the  inflorescence.  Charabot  found  also  that  the  early 
formed  oil  is  relatively  more  soluble  and  richer  in  terpene, 
while  that  formed  after  flowering  is  richer  in  estragol. 
Sunlight  favours  the  formation  of  terpene  compounds,  and 
here  the  lecturer  made  some  interesting  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  possibility  of  modifying  the  characters  of  oils  by 
alterations  of  light  and  the  use  of  chemical  manures. 
Extraction  by  Solvents. 

Some  essential  oils,  such  as  those  from  flowers,  are  of 
such  delicacy  that  other  processes  than  distillation  are 
needed  for  their  extraction.  The  chief  method  is 
enfleuragr,  much  employed  in  the  South  of  France.  This 
is  carried  out  with  hot  or  cold  fat.  In  the  former  process 
the  flowers,  such  as  violets,  are  digested  in  melted  fat, 
the  fat  being  used  over  and  over  again  until  it  is  saturated, 
the  flowers  being  pressed  by  powerful  hydraulic  presses. 
The  cold  process  consists  in  spreading  flowers,  such  as 
jasmin  and  tuberose,  upon  glass  frames,  the  glass  being 
previously  covered  with  a  layer  of  lard  or  veal  fat.  The  fat 
takes  up  the  odour  of  the  flowers,  and  these  are  renewed 
day  by  day  until  the  fat  is  saturated.  Volatile  solvents  are 
now  being  employed  for  extraction  purposes.  Non-volatile 
heavy-paraffin  oil  was  tried,  but  was  unsatisfactory.  Petro- 
leum ether  is  used  on  a  very  large  scale,  care  being  taken 
to  guard  against  the  dangers  of  the  process.  The  solvent 
extracts  the  fixed  fat  and  waxes  of  the  flowers,  but  is 
purified  from  these  to  form  absolute  perfumes  of  extreme 
concentration.  Oils  of  the  citrus  family  are  extracted  by 
the  sponge  process — the  oil-glands  are  squeezed  against  a 
piece  of  sponge — or  by  the  ecuelle  method,  in  which  a 
special  saucer-shaped  instrument  provided  with  short  spikes 


is  rotated  against  the  outside  of  the  lemon  or  orange. 
Another  method  is  the  scorzetta  process,  in  which  again 
sponge  is  used ;  while  in  the  case  of  bergamot  special 
machines  are  employed,  the  latest  type  being  one  in  which 
vacuum-pumps  draw  out  the  oil.  A  process  of  distilla- 
tion in  vacuo,  which  has  been  patented  by  Professors 
Peratoner  and  Scarlata,  of  Eheims,  is  also  new,  and  gives 
a  good  yield  of  excellent  odour,  although,  the  lecturer 
added,  the  normal  oil  does  not  appear  to  be  sent  to  this 
country. 

Classification  of  Constituents. 
The  classification  of  the  important  constituents  of 
essential  oils  was  undertaken  in  a  systematic  manner  by 
Wallach  about  twenty-seven  years  ago.  His  investiga- 
tions, the  first  part  of  which  occupied  six  years,  created 
order  out  of  chaos,  and  was  brought  before  the  German 
Chemical  Society  in  1891.  The  work  of  Bayer,  Tiemann, 
Semmler,  Tilden,  Bertram,  Gildermeister,  Thorns,  and 
Walbaum  was  also  referred  to,  special  mention  being  made 
of  Tiemann's  research  on  the  odorous  principle  of  orris-root, 
which  led  to  the  study  of  the  unsaturated  aliphatic  com- 
pounds. 

Analytical  Methods. 

Next,  Mr.  Umney  spoke  of  the  methods  of  analysis  of 
essential  oils.  The  preliminary  examination  deals  with 
the  physical  characters  of  the  oil,  such  as  the  specific- 
gravity  (at  15°  C,  or  other  suitable  temperature  in  case 
of  semi-solid  oils),  optical  rotation  (in  a  100  mm.  tube), 
refractive  index  (at  20°  C),  and  boiling-point.  Fractional 
distillation  is  of  value  in  determining  the  presence  of 
adulterants,  as  the  various  constituents  of  essential  oils 
boil  at  different  temperatures.  The  melting-point  of  oils 
is  also  a  convenient  test ;  in  this  connection  the  property 
of  superfusion  which  some  oils  possess  in  a  marked  degree 
was  specially  mentioned.  The  solubility  in  alcohol  of 
various  strengths  is  an  important  test  in  some  cases,  as 
most  of  the  oils  have  a  definite  solubility-value.  In  this 
connection  attention  was  drawn  to  the  various  apparatus 
employed,  a  Zeiss  refractometer  being  on  the  table  with 
other  instruments.  By  means  of  lantern-slides  was  shown 
the  classification  of  essential  oils  according  to  their  content 
of  terpenes,  sesquiterpenes,  alcohols,  esters,  aldehydes, 
ketones,  phenols,  these  being  useful  tables  upon  which  the 
lecturer  passed  a  running  comment.  One  table  to  which 
reference  has  been  made  was  a  list  of  synthetic  esters 
employed  for  adulterating  essential  oils.  These  consist  of 
acetine,  nonoacetine,  diacetine,  triacetine,  "leinic  ether, 
phthalic  ether,  citric  ether,  laurinic  ether,  succinic  ether, 
and  methyl  phthalate,  the  manufacturers  also  supplying 
hints  as  to  the  way  these  adulterants  can  best  be  employed. 
Mr.  LTmney  stated  that  large  amounts  of  glyceryl  acetate 
have  been  used  for  adulterating  peppermint  oil,  and  the 
sophistication  is  not  easy  to  detect.  Details  were  given 
of  the  methods  of  assaying  the  constituents  of  essential 
oils  referred  to  above,  the  acetylation  process  for  alcohols, 
citral  determination,  and  the  absorption  process  for  car- 
vone  being  especially  dealt  with.  In  regard  to  the 
assay  of  citral  in  lemon  oil,  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia 
process  based  on  Sadtler's  method  was  given,  together 
with  a  recapitulation  of  other  methods.  The  author  recom- 
mends as  the  most  convenient  Bennett's  modification  of 
Walther's  process,  in  which  hydroxylamine  is  employed. 
The  results  are  accurate,  and  it  was  suggested  that  a 
minimum  of  3£  per  cent,  of  citral  by  this  method  would  be 
a  suitable  requirement  in  the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mention  was  also  made  of  the  unclassified  constituents 
of  essential  oils,  such  as  cineol,  compounds  containing 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  and  hydrocyanic  acid.  The  last  part 
of  the  lecture  was  taken  up  with  a  consideration  of  the 
ester  theory  of  the  valuation  of  essential  ods,  which  first 
came  into  prominence  in  connection  with  lavender  oil.  The 
matter  is,  however,  largely  controversial,  but  in  the  case 
of  bergamot  it  is  accepted  without  demur.  A  protest  was 
made  against  the  view  that  has  been  put  forward  in 
America  that  there  is  no  harm  in  adding  to  an  oil  deficient 
in  a  particular  chemical  constituent  that  same  constituent 
in  a  pure  form  from  another  source. 

The  President  closed  the  proceedings  by  announcing  that 
the  next  and  concluding  lecture  will  be  on  June  13. 
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Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines. 


Appointed  by  the  House  of  Commons  to  inquire  into  the  sale  of  patent  and  proprietary 
medicines  and  medical  preparations  and  appliances,  and  advertisements  relat.ng  thereto. 

Record  of  Evidence  given  on  June  6. 


THE  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  since  the  Whitsun 
recess  on  June  6  in  Committee-room  lo  ot  the  House 
of  Commons.  Sir  Henry  Norman  was  in  the  chair,  the 
other  members  present  being  Sir  Philip  Magnus,  Sir  H. 
Dalziel,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Harry  Lawson,  Mr. 
Lynch,  Mr.  Newton,  Mr.  Bathurst,  and  Dr.  Chappie. 

The  attendance  of  the  public  was  not  so  large  as  on  pre- 
vious occasions,  but  among  those  present  were  Professor 
II  ,;  (jreenish  and  Mr.  Moon  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  Mr.  Kenningham  (Condy's)  Mr  Lawson 
f"  Daisy"),  Mr.  Glover  (Beecham's),  Mr.  Cakebread 
Ashton  &  Parsons),  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  inn.  The 
public  were  not  admitted  until  after  twelve  o  clock,  and 
the  sitting  up  to  the  lunch  hour  (1.30  p.m.)  was  taken  up 
with  the  evidence  and  examination  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Weal, 
from  the  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia,  who  told  what  is  done  by  the  Common- 
wealth authorities  to  regulate  the  importation  of  patent 
medicines.  _  , 

Mr.  H.  E.  Neal  said  he  is  an  officer  of  Customs  tem- 
porarily attached  to  the  High  Commissioner's  office  in 
London.  His  experience  in  Australia  had  brought  him 
into  close  connection  with  the  matters  with  which  tne 
Committee  proposed  to  deal.  He  left  Melbourne  in  1911, 
after  two  and  a-half  years  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Customs,  and  prior  to  that  he  had  been 
examining  officer  of  Customs  in  Sydney.  The  only 
Commonwealth  law  at  present  operative  which  deals  with 
the  importation  of  patent  medicines  is  the  Commerce  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  of  1905.  That  law  Telated  to  trade 
descriptions  applied  to  imported  goods,  and  the  regula- 
tions made  could  prohibit  the  importation  into  Australia 
of  any  specified  goods,  unless  there  was  applied  to  them 
a  trade  description  of  such  a  character  as  is  prescribed  by 
the  Act.  Among  the  specified  goods  in  Section  15  are 
medicines  or  medicinal  preparations  for  internal  or  external 
use.  Under  the  Act  the  trade  description  to  be  applied 
must  be  in  the  form  of  a  label  fixed  in  a  prominent  position 
to  the  goods,  and  must  contain  in  permanent  and  legible 
characters  a  "true  description"  of  the  goods  and  the 
name  of  the  country  or  place  where  they  are  manufac- 
tured. In  cases  where  weight  or  quantity  is  stated  it 
must  be  specified  whether  that  weight  or  quantity  is  gross 
or  net.  In  the  case  of  patent  medicines  the  law  requires 
that  the  description  must  state,  the  nature  and  the  pur- 
poses of  the  goods.  There  is,  for  example,  a  preparation 
known  as  "  Orange  Blossom,"  but  "orange  blossom"  is 
not  accepted  by  the  Commonwealth  Customs  as  a  true 
description,  as  it  does  not  indicate  the  nature  of  the  goods. 
In  addition  it  was  necessary  that  there  should  be  a  state- 
ment of  what  the  preparation  was  manufactured  and  sold 
for. 

The  Chairman  :  Take,  for  instance,  a  very  well  known 
medicine  which  has  often  been  mentioned.  Would  the 
Australian  law  accept  chlorodyne  as  a  description? — Not 
alone :  there  must  be  a  statement  of  what  it  is  used  for  or 
sold  for. 

Does  the  Commonwealth  law  require  a  formula  of  a 
patent  medicine  to  appear  on  the  outside? — No,  it  does  not 
require  the  whole  of  a  formula,  but  if  it  contains  certain 
specified  drugs  those  drugs  must  be  mentioned  and  the 
amount  stated. 

The  witness  handed  the  Chairman  the  list  of  drugs 
which  are  mentioned  in  the  regulations,  and  some  difficulty 
arose  as  to  the  typewritten  additions  to  the  printed  regu- 
lations. It  was.  however,  stated  that  these  are  included 
in  the  list.  Continuing  his  evidence,  Mr.  Neal  said  that 
the  penalty  in  the  case  of  a  false  trade  description  is  100/. 
It  would  be  a  defence  if  it  could  be  proved  that  the 
goods  were  not  knowingly  imported  under  a  false  descrip- 
tion.   The  authoritv  on  which  the  Commonwealth  Govern- 


ment depended  for  expert  advice  is  tha  Director  of  Quaran- 
tine, who  is  a  medical  man.  When  goods  are  imported 
they  are  examined  and  the  statements  made  on  the  printed 
matter  accompanying  them  are  investigated.  If  those 
statements  are  such  that  no  objection  can  be  taken  to 
them  the  goods  are  delivered.  If  objection  is  taken,  and 
the  matter  is  not  a  very  serious  one,  three  or  four  months' 
time  is  allowed  in  which  to  amend  the  label.  If  there  is 
serious  objection,  the  delivery  of  the  goods  is  not  permitted, 
and  the  Comptroller-General  of  Customs  issues  confidential 
instructions  to  all  officers  of  Customs  informing  them  thai- 
the  delivery  of  certain  goods  must  not  be  permitted. 
Prosecutions  for  false  descriptions  do  not  take  place  in 
Australia,  goods  are  simply  refused  admittance.  There  is 
power  to  prosecute,  but  so  far  as  he  knew  it  had  never 
been  used.  He  believed  the  various  States  have  regulations 
dealing  with  false  descriptions,  and  that  although  some 
States  might  go  beyond  the  Commonwealth  regulations, 
there  is  practical  uniformity.  After  the  goods  have  been, 
delivered  the  Customs  have  no  control  over  them,  and  if 
there  were  no  State  law  the  labels  might  be  removed  and 
other  labels  substituted.  Under  the  Customs  Acts  of  1901 
and  1910  the  importation  of  foreign  goods  might  be  pro- 
hibited by  proclamations.  Proclamations  had  been  issued 
totally  prohibiting  the  importation  of  the  instrument  or 
appliance  known  as  "  Oxygenator  "  manufactured  in  New 
York,  "  Tuberculozine "  manufactured  in  London,  and 
"  Oxy donor "  manufactured  in  Detroit.  Indecent  or 
obscene  works  and  articles  for  the  prevention  of  concep- 
tion are  all  prohibited.  So  far  as  he  knew  there  was  no 
power  to  prevent  these  things  which  are  prohibited  from 
being  manufactured  in  the  Commonwealth.  He  had  not. 
heard  of  any  law  dealing  with  the  subject.  In  1906 
Mr.  Octavius  Beale  was  appointed  by  the  Commonwealth! 
as  a  Royal  Commissioner  to  inquire  into  the  manufacture, 
importation,  sale,  and  use  of  proprietary  medicines  and 
drugs  the  composition  of  which  is  not  disclosed,  and  also 
on  the  legislation  dealing  with  the  subject  in  Australia 
and  elsewhere.  The  report  was  presented  in  August  1907. 
The  report  was  submitted  to  four  medical  members  of  the- 
Australian  Parliament,  who  recommended  the  suppression 
of  certain  portions  of  it.  He  was  not  sure  why  thoss- 
omissions  were  made,  but  he  thought  it  was  probably 
because  the  paragraphs  expunged  were  regarded  as  being 
of  a  libellous  character.  There  had  been  no  legislation 
since  the  publication  of  that  report,  though  a  Bill  had 
been  introduced  dealing  with  the  subject.  On  December  12, 
1910.  a  notification  had  been  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  that  in  the  case  of  imported  pre- 
parations for  the  treatment  of  gonorrhoea  and  allied 
diseases  a  statement  is  required  to  be  placed  prominently 
on  the  label  or  in  any  leaflet  advertising  such  preparation 
that  if  the  disease  does  not  yield  to  treatment  medical 
advice  should  be  taken  at  once,  and  containing  a  warning- 
regarding  the  danger  of  spreading  the  disease.  That 
order  has  not  been  embodied  in  any  regulations  presented 
to  Parliament,  but  it  is  operative  as  an  administrative 
Act. 

The  Chairman  :  What  that  amounts  to  is  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Trade  and  Customs  says  you  may  try  this  remedy, 
but  if  it  is  hot  a  success  you  should  consult  a  doctor. 

Witness  :  No,  the  Department  is  careful  not  to  recom- 
mend any  medicine,  but  for  the  benefit  of  anyone  who- 
uses  preparations  of  this  kind  it  says  that  anybody  taking 
them  who  does  not  immediately  get  better  should  take- 
medical  advice.  Continuing  his  evidence,  Mr.  Neal  said 
there  is  an  import  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on 
imported  medicines  which  do  not  contain  spirit.  If  they 
contain  spirit  there  is  a  graduated  scale  which  varies 
according  to  the  amount  of  the  spirit.    There  is  no  stamp 
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duty  on  medicines  in  Australia.  Witness  promised  to 
supply  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  imported  medicines 
and  the  country  of  origin,  and  in  reply  to  the  Chairman 
he  said  that  the  Bill  which  was  introduced  in  consequence 
of  Mr.  Beale's  report  was  read  a  first  time,  though  there 
was  practically  no  debate  on  it,  but  it  was  one  of  the 
*'  slaughtered  innocents  "  at  the  end  of  the  Session.  There 
is  a  large  6ale  of  patent  medicines  in  Australia,  and  he 
believed  that  sale  is  growing  as  the  population  is  increas- 
ing. In  reply  to  Sir  Philip  Magnus  he  said  that  if  they 
had  any  reason  to  question  the  adequacy  of  a  trade  de- 
scription they  had  an  analysis  made  by  an  expert  chemist. 
He  believed  the  reason  why  "  Tuberculozine "  was  not 
allowed  to  be  imported  was  that  there  had  been  a  prosecu- 
tion against  the  importers.  Speaking  from  memory  and 
from  what  he  saw  in  the  newspapers,  he  believed  the 
objection  to  that  preparation  was  that  it  was  really  of  no 
use  at  all.  While  "Tuberculozine"  could  not  be  im- 
ported, he  believed  it  would  be  quite  possible  to  manufac- 
ture it  in  Australia.  He  was  not  aware  of  any  State  law 
which  would  prevent  that.  The  object  of  the  prohibition 
is  to  protect  the  health  of  the  people  by  keeping  out 
medicines  which  might  be  injurious. 

Sir  Philip  Magnus  :  How  can  that  be  the  case  if  these 
goods  can  be  manufactured  in  Australia ?— The  Common- 
wealth Government  does  its  best  and  hopes  that  the  States 
will  fall  into  line  and  prohibit  the  manufacture  of  these 
things. 

Australian  Members  Examine. 

Mr.  Lynch,  who  next  examined  witness,  was  told  that 
the  Commerce  Trade  Description  Act  was  passed  without 
difficulty,  and  that  manufacturers  of  some  of  the  pro- 
hibited medicines  had  agents  in  Australia  who  might 
possibly  manufacture  the  medicines  there. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Lynch,  Mr.  Neal  said  he  believed  a 
large  proportion  of  the  patent  medicines  in  Australia  came 
from  the  United  Kingdom.  He  had  no  information  that 
in  the  separate  States  there  had  been  any  prosecutions  at 
■ill  with  regard  to  patent  medicines  because  they  are  in- 
jurious to  the  public  except  in  New  South  Wales,  where 
there  had  been  a  prosecution  about  "  Tuberculozine." 
In  cases  of  prosecution  action  would  be  initiated  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health.  While  the  fact  that  a 
patent  medicine  was  of  no  use  might  not  be  sufficient  cause 
for  prohibiting  it,  if  it  was  claimed  to  be  a  remedy  or  a 
ure  for  something  or  other  and  it  was  found  that  it  was 
not,  that  would  be  a  false  trade  description. 

Dr.  Chappie  :  Are  these  laws  from  time  to  time  added 
•to '.' — If  necessary  they  would  be. 

Does  it  require  fresh  legislation? — Oh,  no.  Under  the 
Customs  Act  goods  may  be  prohibited  by  proclamation. 

Answering  further  questions  by  Dr.  Chappie,  witness 
said  he  believed  the  Customs  Department  were  advised  as 
to  whether  the  descriptions  of  medicines  are  false.  Such 
•questions  as  whether  an  imported  medicine  is  a  cure  for 
palpitation  of  the  heart  are  submitted  to  the  Common- 
wealth Director  of  Quarantine,  who  is  a  medical  man  of 
standing.  He  was  not  aware  that  since  these  Customs 
restrictions  had  been  enacted  there  had  sprung  up  numer- 
ous patent-medicine  manufactories  in  Australia,  but  this 
may  be  so.  The  Common-wealth  Parliament  has  no  juris- 
diction whatever  over  patent-medicine  manufacturers  in 
Australia.  There  is  very  little  export  trade  in  Australia 
in  patent  medicines. 

Objects  of  Legislation. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  Had  the  provisions  of  the  Commerce 
Trades  Descriptions  Act,  1905,  a  fiscal  purpose — did  they 
affect  the  scale  of  duties  charged  on  various  drugs  ? — The 
duties  were  the  same  before  the  Act  was  introduced. 
There  has  been  no  change  in  the  import  duty. 

There  is  a  different  scale  of  duty  in  the  drugs  containing 
alcohol  from  what  there  is  in  the  case  of  other  drugs  ? — That 
is  so. 

Was  it  partly  with  a  view,  then,  to  revenue  that  these 
regulations  were  drafted  under  the  Act  ? — I  believe  the 
idea  was  that  if  these  medicines  contained  a  great  quantity 
of  spirits  the  person  who  consumed  the  medicine  ought  to 
know. 

Whatever  the  purpose,  I  suppose  the  effect  of  the  Act 
and  the  regulations  under  it  has  been  to  encourage  the 


manufacture  of  proprietary  medicines  in  Australia? — I  am 
not  aware  it  has  had  that  effect. 

You  are  not  officially  aware  ? — I  am  not  privately  aware 
either. 

You  would  be  surprised  to  hear  it  has  not  had  that 
effect? — I  have  quite  an  open  mind.    I  do  not  know. 

The  fact  that  there  has  been  no  State  legislation  cover- 
ing the  same  field  in  regard  to  home  manufactures  would 
tend  to  prove  that  this  must  have  had  a  protective  effect? 
— I  am  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any  State  legislation 
covering  it. 

You  are  not  aware  whether  State  Governments  have 
carried  out  the  recommendations  in  Mr.  Beale's  report  by 
legislation  ? — I  am  not  aware. 

So  far  as  you  know,  nothing  more  has  been  done  in  the 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  to  apply  the  principles  of  the 
Commerce  Trades  Descriptions  Act  by  way  of  legislation  ? 
— Speaking  broadly,  I  believe  the  requirements  of  the 
States  are  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the  Commonwealth 
requirements.  The  information-  could  be  got  from  the 
Agents  General  in  London.  Mr.  Beale  has  no  permanent 
position  in  the  Commonwealth  Government. 

How  is  it  the  Commonwealth  Government  can  issue 
an  order  in  a  matter  touching  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
States? — This  Commonwealth  order  relates  only  to  the 
importation  of  goods. 

But  that  part  of  the  order  relating  to  the  calling  in  of 
doctors  in  case  the  remedies  are  not  efficacious,  how  far 
does  that  relate  to  importation  ? — It  is  only  really  a  note 
which  the  Department  requires  to  appear  on  the  goods  so 
that  the  man  shall  know  if  he  does  not  get  better  that  he 
should  seek  medical  advice.  If  a  man  does  not  call  in  a 
doctor  he  is  rrot  liable  to  any  penalty  under  the  law. 

It  is  not  enforced  by  the  police?  (Laughter.) — Oh,  no, 
you  cannot  enforce  it  by  the  law. 

Mr.  Newton  elicited  the  fact  that  each  State  has  a 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  a  Minister  of  Public 
Health,  although  not  always  under  that  title.  The  Bill 
referred  to,  which  resulted  from  Mr.  Beale"s  report,  was 
a  Government  measure. 

False  Descriptions. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  witness  said  that  the  law 
with  regard  to  false  trade  descriptions  applies  to  other 
goods  besides  medicines,  s,uch  as  food,  manures,  and 
jewellery.  Witness  further  stated  that  he  did  not  think 
the  mention  of  the  amount  of  heroin  or  dionin  in  a  medicine 
conveyed  much  to  the  public.  Speaking  as  a  layman,  he 
said  it  would  make  him  cautious,  and  he  would  make 
inquiries  as  to  the  dose  of  such  drugs. 

How  is  a  Department,  to  decide  whether  the  words 
"unparalleled  remedy"  is  a  fact  or  not? — I  know  that 
the  Department  would  not  permit  any  medicin-e  to  be> 
imported  which  claimed  to  be  absolutely  "the  best  in  the 
world." 

But  there  must  be  some  medicine  which  is  absolutely  the 
best  ? — It  may  be  properly  true  of  one,  but  the  Depart- 
ment will  not  allow  it. 

The  man  who  really  has  the  best  must  not  say  so  ? — No. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  Except  it  is  manufactured  in  Australia? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Will  the  Department  allow-  a  man  to 
say  of  a  medicine  that  "it  never  fails"? — They  will  not 
permit  that. 

Answ-ering  further  questions  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  witness 
said  the  word  of  the  Director  of  Quarantine  is  relied  on 
regarding  false  descriptions.  The  attempt  to  legislate  on 
the  lines  of  Mr.  Beale's  report  only  touched  the  fringe  of 
the  report.  He  believed  there  was  a  good  deal  of  agita- 
tion against  the  Bill  in  Australia  when  it  was  introduced. 
The  second  Bill  was  not  quite  the  same,  although  it  con- 
tained practically  the  same  provisions.  He  did  not  know 
whether  these  Bills  were  not  proceeded  with  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  vested  interests.  There  were, 
he  believed,  representations  made  against  the  Bill  from 
bodies  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Beale's  Business. 
Sir  Henry  Dalziel  :  Is  this  (Mr.  Beale's)  the  only  public 
inquiry  of  which  you  have  had  experience? — I  know- 
that  prior  to  that  there  was  a  Birth-rate  Commission  in 
New  South  Wales,  of  which  Mr.  Beale  was  a  member. 
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I  have  not  seen  a  report  of  that  Commission ;  but  I  think 
a  report  covered  some  of  the  ground,  if  not  all. 

Sir  H  Dalziel  :  Was  there  any  agitation  to  secure  the 
appointment  of  a  Commission? — I  do  not  think  so ;  I  do 
not  know  of  any.  1  may  explain  that  the  subject  was 
brought  before  the  notice  of  pretty  well  everybody  by  the 
appointment  of  this  Birth-rate  Commission,  on  which 
Mr.  Beale  served. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  Was  there  any  demand  when  Mr.  Beale 
was  appointed  for  an  inquiry  into  the  question  of  the 
sale  of  general  food  and  patent  medicines,  with  a  view 
to  greater  publicity  as  to  the  contents? 

Witness  :  I  do  not  know  of  any. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  So  that,  so  far  as  any  agitation  or  any 
demand  for  an  inquiry  occurred  at  that  time,  it  was 
limited  to  the  question  of  the  birth-rate  ? 

Witness  :  I  cannot  say. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  Who  is  this  Mr.  Octavius  Beale? 

Witness  :  He  is  the  managing  director  of  Beale  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Sydney. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  What  are  they  in  business? 

Witness  :  Manufacturers  of  pianos. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  So  he  was  not  a  medical  man  in  any 
sense  of  the  word  ? 

Witness  :  No. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  He  is  intensely  literary,  I  should  think, 
from  the  report?  Is  it  the  case  that  you  suggest  the 
report  was  printed  and  presented  to  Parliament,  and  that 
no  action  whatever  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  it  ? 

Witness  :  No  Commonwealth  action  has  been  taken.  The 
report  is  absolutely  confidential.  It  was  presented  to  mem- 
bers out  there;  it  was  examined,  and  it  was  considered 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  Government  printer  to  the 
Commonwealth  from  any  action  which  any  persons  might 
take  owing  to  its  publication.  But  if  published  in  this 
country  the  person  publishing  might  be  liable.  I  imagine 
that  all  the  members  of  Parliament  there  had  copies,  but 
it  is  not  purchasable. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society/s  Intervention. 


Sir  H.  Dalziel  :  On  page  367  of  the  report  there  is  a  letter 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  this  country,  in  which 
certain  proposals  are  made  to  Mr.  Beale,  strongly  urging 
that  there  should  bo  a  medical  guarantee  stating  the  com- 
position of  the  article,  and  that  a  similar  guarantee  should 
also  be  given  with  regard  to  the  contents  of  the  article 
sold.  So  far  as  you  know  that  recommendation  has  not 
beeir  carried  out  ? 

Witness  :  No. 

The  Chairman  :  With  regard  to  what  is  a  proper  descrip- 
tion of  a  trade-mark  to  be  published,  suppose  anyone  were 
to  say  that  a  certain  article  was  "  worth  15s.  a  box,"  would 
that  be  regarded  as  false  ? 

Witness  :  It  might  be  regarded  as  an  extravagant  state- 
ment. 

The  Chairman  :  If  the  article  were  to  be  considered  only 
worth  6d.  or  Is.  a  box,  that  would  be  a  false  trade 
description  ? 

Witness  :  Yes.  They  might  consider  it  and  prohibit  it 
on  that  account. 

The  Chairman  :  Have  any  English  and  British  firms 
been  prohibited  in  regard  to  their  articles  as  a  result  of 
action  in  the  Commonwealth  ? 

Witness:  In  a  great  many  cases — scores,  and  possibly 
hundreds — medicines  from  England  and  other  countries 
have  not  been  permitted  to  be  imported  into  Australia 
unless  their  labels  or  printed  matter  have  been  amended. 

The  Chairman  :  You  cannot  tell  us  of  any  well-known 
patent  medicine  that  lias  been  excluded  ? 

Witness  :  With  regard  to  actual  exclusion,  our  experi- 
ence has  been  that  manufacturers  have  readily  made  the 
alterations. 

The  Chairman  :  I  see  among  the  false  descriptions  are 
the  following:  "The  safest  remedy  in  diphtheria"; 
"  Nothing  in  the  world  so  good  for  you  as  "  ;  "  Sur- 
passes anything  discovered  ;  "  It  cures  any  disease  lurk- 
ing about  the  system  "  j  "  For  all  kinds  of  fevers  "  ? 

Witness  :  Yes. 

The  Chairman  :  Then  it  would  follow  that  a  medicine 


could  be  sold  in  this  country  with  a  certain  trade  descrip- 
tion, which  might  be  prohibited  in  Australia? 

Witness  :  Yes.  In  making  that  reply  I  am  guided  by 
the  fact  that  we  require  medicines  coming  from  England 
to  have  their  label  and  printed  matter  altered. 

The  Chairman  :  I  see  fancy  names,  such  as  "  Balm  of 
Prunes,"  "  Grape-sugar  Pills,"  are  regarded  as  false' 
descriptions  ? 

Witness  :  We  do  not  regard  them  as  false,  but  we  do- 
not  consider  they  are  sufficiently  explicit.  We  require- 
them  to  qualify  that  statement  so  as  to  give  a  true  trade- 
description.  We  do  take  "  Balm  of  Figs  "  if  it  is  pre- 
pared from  figs. 

The  Chairman  :  That  is  to  say,  articles,  to  secure  admis- 
sion to  the  Commonwealth  Custom  House,  must  be  pre- 
pared from  the  substances  indicated  by  their  names  ? 

Witness  :  Unless  they  were  accompanied  by  a  qualifica- 
tion stating  that  they  were  not  prepared,  such  as  the  word 
"  artificial." 

Mr.  Lawson  :  There  is  one  point  the  witness  may  desire- 
to  correct.  I  understood  him  to  say  that  the  tariff  has 
not  been  altered  since  the  passing  of  the  Commerce  Trade- 
Descriptions  Act.  I  believe  the  tariff  was  altered  in  1908. 
and  that  the  number  of  articles  liable  to  duty,  such  as- 
drugs,  was  largely  extended.  For  example,  disinfectants, 
which  were  free  before  1908,  are  now  subject  to  a  10-per- 
cent, duty.    Is  that  so  ? 

Witness  :  There  has  been  an  alteration  about  the  disin- 
fectants. In  my  reply  I  was  referring  to  medicines.  The- 
rate  on  them  has  not  been  altered  for  quite  a  number  of 
years.  I  did  not  know  that  disinfectants  came  within  the- 
scope  of  this  inquiry. 

What  the  Public  Prosecutor  Does. 

After  luncheon-  the  witness  examined  was  Mr.  Guy 
Stephenson,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions,, 
who  stated  that  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  de- 
cides as  to  whether  prosecutions  should  be  instituted.  In 
rare  cases  he  is  instructed  by  the  Attorney-General  or 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Home  Affairs.  He  pointed 
out  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  police  to  report  cases  to  the- 
Director,  but  it  is  only  possible  to  prosecute  when  there- 
is  a  complainant,  and  it  is  necessary  to  prove  that  the 
person  defrauding  made  a  statement  knowing  it  to  be- 
false.  He  mentioned  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  evidence, 
and  said  that  witnesses  were  naturally  unwilling  to  come- 
forward  and  speak  as  to  answering  advertisements  of 
remedies  for  certain  complaints.  The  cases,  therefore, 
where  prosecutions  can  be  conducted  must  be  few  in  num- 
ber. Mr.  Stephenson  then  went  on  to  refer  to  the- 
Brighton  case,  in  which  two  men  named  Hawkins  wTere 
prosecuted  for  selling  Corassa  powders.  That  was,  he- 
said,  a  very  clear  case,  as  the  prosecution  was  able  to- 
prove  that  the  articles  sold  were  worthless.  Witness 
quoted  several  other  cases.  The  prosecution  has  great 
difficulty  in  obtaining  convictions  because  people  are- 
always  forthcoming  to  say  that  they  have  benefited  by 
these  worthless  medicines.  One  matter  that  has  caused 
considerable  difficulty  is  while  it  had  been  held  that 
a  person  might  sell  a  certain  preparation  for  a  purpose 
that  is  not  injurious,  a  woman,  who  took  it  for  the  purpose- 
of  procuring  abortion  could  not  come  forward  without 
being  liable  to  a  charge  of  attempting  a  criminal  offence. 
It  was,  therefore,  difficult  to  get  women  to  come  forward 
in  such  cases  of  alleged  fraud. 

Witness  was  still  under  examination  at  2.45  p.m.,  when 
the  Committee  adjourned  till  Tuesday  morning. 


Mineral-waters  in  Guatemala. — The  imports  of  British 
mineral-waters  and  ginger-ale  into  Guatemala  have  declined, 
the  former  in  favour  of  the  French  and  the  latter  of  the- 
United  States  article.  Cheap  native  substitutes  for  both 
are  produced  locally,  and  have  an  increasing  sale.

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of 
Pharmacy  and  Drug-store  Proprietors  of  Great 
Britain,  Ltd.,  was  held  at  the  Mitre  Hotel,  Manchester, 
on  Wednesday,  May  22,  Mr.  W.  Huntrods,  of  Leeds 
(President),  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  record  attendance 
■of  between  seventy  and  eighty  members  from  Manchester, 
Oldham,  Bolton,  Liverpool,  Bury,  Bradford,  Birmingham, 
Blackburn,  Stockport,  Leeds,  and  other  towns.  After 
preliminary  and  formal  business  had  been  disposed  of,  the 
financial  statement  was  read.  A  discussion  on  the 
accounts  as  presented  followed,  but  a  satisfactory  explana- 
tion was  given  by  the  President.  Mr.  Davies  (Man- 
chester) moved,  and  Mr.  Lewis  (Oldham)  seconded,  the 
adoption  of  the  accounts,  which  was  agreed  to.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  B.  Clarkson)  read  the  Auditor's  report, 
recording  a  balance  in  hand  of  66/.  Mr.  Norman  D.  Vine 
■(Secretary)  then  reported  on  his  work  during  the  year, 
and  urged  the  members  to  do  their  utmost  to  increase 
the  membership  by  introducing  others.  The  report  was 
adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Fitton. 

President's  Report. 

Mr.  Huntrods  proceeded  to  address  the  meeting,  the 
following  being  excerpts  from  his  remarks  : 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  an  activity  of  work, 
increase  of  membership,  and  results  obtained  greater  than 
any  year  during  the  existence  of  the  Society.  .  .  .  Last  year's 
report  stated  that  as  a  result  of  our  efforts  we  had  succeeded 
in  inducing  all  the  leading  advertisers  not  to  specially 
mention  the  large  stores  in  their  advertisements,  and  yet  a 
fortnight  later  we  find  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  published 
.a,  letter  from  a  registered  chemist  suggesting  to  do  what 
we  had  already  accomplished.  (Laughter.)  A  good  deal  of 
•correspondence  between  our  members  and  our  opponents  has 
appeared  in  connection  with  the  Insurance  Bill  and  our 
-competency  arising  out  of  the  issue  of  our  certificate.  The 
question  of  the  necessity  of  stringent  theoretical  and  unprac- 
tical examinations  has  been  brought  prominently  before  the 
public  by  Sir  Wm.  Ramsay  and  also  by  Mr.  W.  Runciman, 
as  Minister  of  Education,  who  in  the  appointment  of  school 
inspectors  selected  sound  practical  men  and  women  irrespec- 
tive of  any  examination  test.  This  is  an  important  move  in 
the  right  direction,  not  of  doing  away  with  examination 
tests,  but  of  instituting  a  more  practical  and  less  theoretical 
and  scientific,  examination.  There  is  no  doubt  that  as  a 
nation  we  have  been  losing  a  good  deal  of  ground  in  the 
commercial  world  by  making  us  an  over-examined  nation. 
A  boy  in  our  own  trade  after  passing  his  Preliminary  and 
serving  a  proper  apprenticeship  ought  at  his  majority  to  be 
able  to  pass  an  examination  to  enable  him  to  start  business, 
without  having  to  go  through  an  expensive  cramming  curri- 
culum which  is  of  no  use  in  the  practical  side  of  the  business. 

In  connection  with  legal  matters  the  past  year  has  been 
the  most  disastrous  we  have  experienced.  I  regret  to  say 
that  no  less  than  seventeen  of  our  members  have  had  to 
pay  fines  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  compared  with 
three  during  the  previous  year.  Most  of  the  fines  were  m 
connection  with  the  sale  of  belladonna-plasters.  The  Council 
considered  fully  the  advisability  of  having  a  case  stated. 
Expert  opinion  was  obtained,  and  although  it  was  considered 
that  we  had  a  strong  case,  it  was  decided,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  had  we  won  so  many  non-members  would  have 
"benefited,  not  to  defend  a  case,  but  to  overcome  the  difficulty 
in  another  way.  This  has  already  been  accomplished.  The 
PVinT-rnaciutical  Society  may  wound,  but  they  will  never 
■disable  the  members  of  our  Societv.  (Hear,  hear.)  The 
action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  instituting  pro- 
ceedings under  the  Merchandise-marks  .Act  clearly  shows 
their  anxiet"  to  oust  the  pharmacy  proprietors.  The  ques- 
tion of  retaliation  is  one  that  will  occupy  the  attention  of 
your  Council  during  the  vear. 

'  Having  referred  to  Excise  cases,  the  President  also 
reported  that  a  member  was  called  upon  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  pay  a  penalty  of  51.  for  usiriT  the  letters 
M.R.Ph.S.,  meaning  Member  of  the  Roval  Photographic 
Societv,  but  refused,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  decided 
not  to  prosecute. 

After  stating  that  Mr.  Glvn-.Tones  succeeded  in  netting  the 
Shons  Rill  Committee  to  restrict  the  sale  of  med'cines  and 
surgical  appliances  after  closing  hours  to  registered  chemists, 
and  that,  owing  to  the  sti""i«t  representations  of  this  Society's 
Council  to  the  Home  Office  this  was  abandoned  and  all 
retailers  of  tne=e  ?oods  nlaced  upon  an  equal  footinar,  Mr. 
Huntrods  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  endea- 
voured to  induce  the  Privy  Council  to  place  veronal  and 


allied  substances  on  the  second  part  of  the  schedule,  and  to 
bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  local  authorities  with  regard 
to  the  granting  of  poison-licences.  This  Society's  Council 
wrote  to  the  Privy  Council  about  the  matter,  with  the 
result  that  no  interference  will  be  made  with  the  local  autho- 
rities. Mr.  Huntrods  next  dealt  in  detail  with  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  and  the  action  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  on  behalf 
of  registered  chemists  which  resulted  in  the  exclusion  of 
unregistered  persons  from  supplying  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances.  He  described  the  efforts  of  the 
Council  of  this  Society  to  counteract  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  and 
how  ultimately  through  the  help  of  Mr.  J.  O'Grady,  M.P.  for 
East  Leeds,  an  interview  was  arranged  with  the  Attorney- 
General.  "  We  were  well  received  by  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs," 
said  Mr.  Huntrods,  "  and  it  was  noticed  that  he  had  in  front 
of  him  our  pamphlet  entitled  '  The  Case  Against  the 
Chemists  '  and  the  '  P.A.T.A.  Year-book.'  opened  at  the  page 
which  contains  much  damaging  admissions  of  the  number  of 
claims  arising  out  of  the  mistakes  made  by  registered  men. 
As  the  result  of  the  interview  Sir  Rufus  promised  that  our 
wrongs  would  be  put  right  and  our  interests  fully  protected. 
The  clauses  were  subsequently  altered.  I  have  already 
stated,"  he  continued,  "  that  all  the  noble  work  carried 
out  by  the  chemists  and  their  Parliamentary  representative 
has  been  duly  laudated  and  chronicled  in  the  pharmaceutical 
Press.  There  is  one  notable  exception,  and  you  will  readily 
see  why  the  most  important  part  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  work 
has  never  been  published."  He  then  proceeded  to  tell  how 
in  November,  when  the  Insurance  Bill  was  in  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  a  test  prescription  had.  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  been  sent  to  certain  members  of  this  Society : 
two  of  them  dispensed  it,  and  these  were  inaccurate.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  had  placed  the  facts  before  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs  as 
evidence  of  the  incompetence  of  these  pharmacy  proprietors. 
"  As  a  result,  the  clause  affecting  our  interests."  said  Mr. 
Huntrods,  "  was  again  altered  so  that  we  could  not  dis- 
pense prescriptions."  Then  he  told  how.  in  retaliation,  a 
messenger  of  this  Society  took  the  following  prescription  to 
nine  chemists  (where  is  not  stated)  :

"  Not  one  could  make  it  up,"  said  Mr.  Huntrods,  amid 
loud  and  prolonged  applause.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  the  Society's  lawyer  to  be  in  early  attendance  the  follow- 
ing morning  to  have  an  affidavit  duly  drawn  up  and  sworn. 
Within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  receipt  of  the  news  Mr. 
Eskriett  and  Mr.  Huntrods  were  on  their  way  to  the  House 
of  Commons  with  this  evidence.  "  On  our  arrival,"  Mr. 
Huntrods  continued,  "  we  were  informed  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  was  willing  to  meet  us.  We  consented  on  condition 
that  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs  would  be  present.  Mr.  O'Grady 
endeavoured  to  get  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs  to  receive  us.  It  was 
unfortunate  for  us,  but  very  fortunate  for  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 
that  the  Attorney  was  unable  to  leave  the  House,  wher-  he 
was  helping  the  Chancellor  to  engineer  the  Insurance  Bill 
through.  When  the  true  facts  were  brought  to  the  Attorney's 
notice  he  readily  consented  to  accept  the  amendment  which 
was  drawn  up  in  Mr.  O'Grady's  name.  Unfortunately,  our 
amendment  along  with  forty  others  was  guillotined  on  the 
last  day.  In  the  House  of  Lords  we  were  able  to  get  no 
less  than  three  Peers  to  consent  to  move  the  amendment, 
providing  the  Bill  was  discussed.  Unfortunately,  as  we  all 
know,  the  Lords  merely  passed  the  Bill  without  discussion." 
So  the  Bill  passed  with  the  provision  prohibiting  arrange- 
ments for  the  dispensing  of  medicines  being  made  with 
persons  other  than  persons,  firms,  or  bodies  corporate  legally 
entitled  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist. 
Mr.  Huntrods  remarked  :  "  If  we  cannot  get  justice  under 
the  present  Act  we  will  have  things  put  right  in  an  amend- 
ing Act,"  and  concluded  with  thanks  to  members  who  had 
attended  deputations,  the  officers  of  the  branches,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  for  their  very  valuable  help. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Lewis,  seconded  bv  Mr.  Fitton. 
the  President  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  address. 
Councillor  Whittaker  also  paying  tribute,  to  Mr.  Huntrods' 
work.  On  his  motion,  seconded  bv  Mr.  Parkinson  and 
supported  by  Mr.  Lewis,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that 
Mr.  Huntrods  be  re-elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Mr.  Huntrods  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Council. 

Messrs.  Eskriett,  Child,  Hutton,  and  Farley  were  re- 
elected members  of  the  Council.  After  a  long  discussion 
it  was  resolved  that  the  following  local  centres  should 
send  the  representatives  named  to  sit  on  the  Council  : 

Manchester,  Messrs.  Lewis  and  Balshaw ;  Oldham,  Messrs. 
Halliday  and  Parkinson;  Bolton,  Mr.  Crane;  Accrington, 
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Mr.  Whiltaker ;  Birmingham,  Mr.  Thonger ;  and  Notting- 
ham, Mr.  Hutchinson. 

Mr.  S«  holes  moved,  Mr.  Holmes  seconded,  and  it 
was  resolved,  that  as  other  local  branches  are  established, 
each  be  invited  to  appoint  its  representative  to  the  Council. 
Other  Business. 

Mr.  N.  D.  Vine  was  reappointed  Secretary,  and  10/. 
per  annum  was  added  to  his  salary.  Mr.  A.  Dobson  was 
elected  Auditor. 

It  was  resolved  that  a  "  Parliamentary  and  Emergency 
Fund  "  be  established,  with  a  view  to  remunerating  a 
Parliamentary  representative,  that  the  fund  be  supported 
by  voluntary  annual  subscriptions,  and  out  of  it  testi- 
monials be  purchased  and  presented  to  the  ex-Secretary 
(Mr.  A.  Dobson)  and  the  Solicitor  (Mr.  R.  A.  Chadwick). 
This  concluded  the  business  of  the  meeting. 


Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

MR.  CHARLES  UMNEY,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S'.,  presided  over 
the  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  this 
Fund,  which  was  held  in  St.  Bride  Institute,  London, 
E.C.,  on  Friday  afternoon,  May  31.  There  were  also 
present  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen  and  C.  J.  G.  Bunker  (trustees), 
W.  Johnston  (Secretary),  J.  G.  Atkinson,  Geo.  R.  Barclay, 
W.  R.  Barnes,  W.  H.  Grayson,  Peter  MacEwan,  J.  G. 
Pentney,  and  P.  \Y.  Truman. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  stated  that  during  the  past 
year  no  calls  had  been  made  upon  the  Fund  for  appeals, 
so  that  the  funds  showed  a  slight  advance  on  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year,  the  balance  of  income  over  expendi- 
ture being  10/.  19s.  11c/.  The  trustees  regretted  losing 
the  services  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills  as  Treasurer.  He  had 
resigned  because  he  lives  so  far  from  London  now,  that 
ho  foared  the  trustees  might  be  inconvenienced  if  he  re- 
tained the  treasurership.  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  has  taken  Mr.  Hills's  place,  and  the 
accounts  submitted  were  signed  by  him,  Mr.  Umney.  and 
Mr.  Johnston.  They  showed  income  of  16/.  14*.  6a.  from 
dividends  and  interest,  and  expenditure  of  5/.  14s.  Id. 
The  funds  consist  of  Consols  600?.  (cost ;  present  value 
about  512/.),  and  cash  in  various  forms  makino-  up 
681/.  12*.  Id.  6  1 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  MacEwan.  seconded  by  Mr. 
Grayson,  the  report  and  accounts  were  adopted.  Before 
this  was  done  a  conversation  took  place  on  the  purpose  of 
the  Fund  and  the  investments.  The  Chairman  expressed 
his  satisfaction  at  the  approximate  value  of  the  Consols 
being  mentioned,  for  in  the  event  of  any  special  call 
being  made  and  they  had  to  sell,  the  original  value  would 
not  be  obtained.

those  days  when  chemists,  like  other  traders,  are  subjected 
to  increasing  restrictive  legislation  and  regulations.

.Slator,  Truman,  White,  and  Wilson.  It  was  also  decided 
r-hat  the  Association  join  the  Thames  Valley  Association 
in  the  launch  trip  on  July  3.  A  committee,  composed  of 
Messrs.  Douglas,  Pentney,  and  Truman,  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  advisability  of  approaching  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Patent  Medicines  in  regard  to  breaking  bulk  of 
stamped  medicines.  Tho  annual  meeting  was  fixed  for 
July  18  at  3.30  p.m. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry.— The  London  Section 
met  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on  June  3,  with  Mr.  E.  Grant 
Hooper  in  the  chair.  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong,  F.R.S.,  and 
Mr.  R.  T.  Colgate  read  a  paper  on  The  Nature  of  the 
Process  of  Oxidation.  The  contention  is  that  the  process 
of  oxidation  is  not  a  simple  one,  but  takes  place  in  a 
system  in  which  the  oxidising  agent  and  the  oxidised  sub- 
stance are  linked  together  by  an  electrolyte,  present,  it  may 
be,  in  minute  proportion,  but  necessarily  active  in  the 
process.  Peroxide  of  hydrogen  and  other  peroxides  were 
shown  to  be  formed  in  various  oxidising  experiments.  Mr. 
E.  Clayton  followed  with  a  paper  on  the  Match  Industry. 
The.  paper  was  preceded  with  a  quantity  of  statistics,  which 
had  the  effect  of  thinning  considerably  the  meeting.  White 
phosphorus  is  not  now  employed  in  the  chief  countries  of 
the  world,  with  the  exception  of  the  United  States,  phos- 
phorus sesquisulphide  (P.S3)  being  the  compound  that  has 
replaced  it.  In  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr.  Spillor 
expressed  the  view  that  white-phosphorus  matches  are 
still  readily  obtainable;  but,  the  Chairman,  who  is  in  the 
'Government  Laboratory,  was  able  to  tell  him  authorita- 
tively that,  that  is  not  so.  Mr.  Reid  referred  to  the  large 
quantity  of  automatic  lighters  in  use,  especially  in  France. 
In  these  is  used  an  alloy  containing  cerium,  which  has 
'been  obtainable  readily  only  through  work  done  in  the 
•course  of  perfecting  gas-mantles. 

Chemists'  Dental  Society. -The  annual  meeting  was 
held  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
•on  May  30,  followed  by  meetings  of  the  Council  and  the 
Executive  Committee.  Mr.  W  Meakin.  the  retiring  Secre- 
tary, presented  the  annual  report,  which  was  discussed  by 
members  present.  Discussion  also  took  place  regarding  the 
issue  of  certificates  and  the  insurance  of  members  against 
accident.  The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  coming 
year:  President,  Mr.  J.  H.  Tasker,  London;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  E.  Brownbill.  Leeds :  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  O.  Stringer, 
Kingston-on-Thames;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Benson  Harries, 
"Newport,  Mon.  The  other  members  of  Council  elected  were 
as  follows:  Messrs.  Dickenson  (Mansfield).  Fuge  (High 
Wycombe),  Gee  (Redruth).  Godson  (Old  Basford).  Meakin 
(Nottingham).  McLellan  (Ballvshannon),  Nixon  (Hinckley), 
Smith  (Cootehill),  Payne  (Hitchin),  and  Wood  (Waltham 
Abbev).  All  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Council  are 
.lualified  pharmacists.  It  was  decided  to  appoint.  Mr.  T. 
Barton,  of  Nottingham,  as  organiser  to  assist  in  procuring 
now  members  and  to  eive  lectures  and  demonstrations  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  consists  of 
the  President.

Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  oroducts  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
car.not,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THE  continuance  of  the  transport  strike  at  the  docks 
has  brought  business  to  a  standstill  in  many  direc- 
tions, and  with  considerable  differences  in  opinions  be- 
tween employers  and  men  the  outlook  at  the  time  of 
wilting  is  very  obscure  for  a  general  resumption  of  work 
among  union  men.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
isolated  instances,  prices  of  drugs  and  chemicals  have  not 
l>eeii  affected  by  the  dispute.

Constantinople's  high 
estimate  of  the  coming  crop  keeps  business  back,  so  until 
consumers  see  more  clearly  what  the  yield  will  be  we  do 
not  think  any  activity  will  set  in.  Prices  continue  nominal 
at  from  16s.  to  20s.  per  lb.  as  to  crop,  strength,  and 
appearance.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to 
1,177  cases,  against  4,558  at  same  period  last  year."  As 
regards  the  forthcoming  crop,  the  following  statement  is 
of  interest:  "Since  last  June,  when  opium  was  at  about 
20s.,  some  1,900  cases  were  exported  to  the  consuming 
markets  at  gradually  advancing  rates  until  in  December  it 
reached  the  almost  unprecedented  figure  of  31s.  per  lb. 
for  the  usual  '  extra  '  druggists'  quality.  A  lengthy 
absence  of  demand,  with  news  of  large  substantial  sowings 
under  favourable  weather  conditions,  brought  down  figures 
to  28s..  27s.,  22s.,  and  18s.  9<Z.  for  'extra'  Karahissar, 
which  figure  was  latterly  pushed  up  again  by  speculators 
to  about  20s.  bd.  on  reports  of  damage  to  the  growing  crop.

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  brisk  at  all 
the  principal  centres,  with  the  exception  of  London,  which 
is  feeling  the  effects  of  the  strike.  The  demand  is  an  all- 
round  one,  and  is  felt  on  both  home  and  export  account, 
and  is  not  confined  to  existing  contracts  only,  but  includes 
a  good  miscellaneous  business.  In  these  circumstances 
works  find  it  difficult  to  increase  their  stocks,  and  with 
shortage  in  many  cases  prices  rule  very  steady.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Cehesin. — The  quotation  is  now  several  marks  per  100 
kilos,  higher  in  consequence  of  the  rise  in  raw  material, 
especially  for  ozokerite  and  paraffin.  Ceresin  is  more  or  less 
affected  in  value  according  to  the  proportion  of  admixture. 

Citric  Acid. — Although  trading  has  undergone  but  little 
change,  and  the  demand  especially  has  not  increased,  the 
position  is  firmer,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  makers 
are  no  longer  sellers  of  large  prompt  parcels  or  for  summer 
delivery,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  securing  citrate,  as  regards 
which  nothing  reliable  is  heard.  This  situation  may  imply 
an  advance  in  prices  during  the  summer,  but  in  view  of  the 
prevailing  uncertainty  the  market  is  distrusted. 

Glycerin. — The  market  for  refined  is  lifeless,  this  being 
reflected  in  the  tendency  of  crude,  the  latter  having  within 
a  short  time  dropped  fr.7.50  on  the  Paris  market. 
Chemically  pure  shows  a  little  activity,  which  is,  however, 
confined  to  small  lots,  mostly  in  second-hands. 

Quillaia  is  rather  firmer.  Above  55  tons  was  absorbed  on 
the  basis  of  m.50  per  100  kilos.  Cut  descriptions  are  still 
unchanged  at  m.60  to  m.62,  according  to  quantity.  The 
price  for  shipment  is  m.55. 

Tartaric  Acid. — Immediate  delivery  is  scarce;  the  quota- 
tion is  m.230  per  100  kilos.  Delivery  over  1912  is  at  least 
ni.235.  and  a  further  rise  is  expected. 

\Yormseed. — Since  the  last  advance  in  santonin,  the  Con- 
vention quotes  m.200  to  m.205  per  100  kilos.,  but  this  price 
is  nominal  owing  to  the  stocks  of  old  and  new  crop  in  second- 
hands  now  marketed  at  lower  rates.  This  will  probably 
continue  so  for  some  considerable  time  owing  to  the  poor 
demand  from  large  consumers;  nor  is  the  new  crop,  which 
is  later  this  year,  calculated  to  have  much  influence  on  the 
market. 

Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

The  cinchona  shioments  from  Java  during  Mav  amounted 
to  1,378,000  Amst.  Ib..  against  1,450,000  Amst.  lb.  last  year, 
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but  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  May  1912  included  five 
shipping  days  the  figures  are  looked  upon  as  moderate. 
The  totals  for  January  to  May  for  the  past  six  years  are  as

The  present  total  is  therefore  the  smallest  for  at  least  the 
past  six  years,  and  the  decrease,  as  compared  with  the  past 
two  years,  is  appreciable — viz.,  1.724,000  Amst.  lb.  At  the 
next  Amsterdam  bark-sale  on  June  13  the  equivalent  of 
62  tons  of  quinine  sulphate  will  be  offered,  but  it  is  probable 
that  the  second-hand  parcels,  which  constitute  about  50  per 
cent,  of  the  offerings,  will  be  highly  limited,  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  first-hand  parcels  will  be  parted  with  under 
previous  prices.  So  far  about  160  tons  of  quinine  sulphate 
has  been  sold  at  the  four  auctions  in  Holland  this  year. 
If,  say,  40  tons  should  be  sold  at  the  next  sale,  the  total 
for  tho  six  months  would  be  200  tons,  or  400  tons  for  the 
whole  year  if  the  rate  were  maintained.  This  would  com- 
pare with  closo  on  500  tons  sold  and  consumed  annually 
during  the  last,  few  years,  to  which  must  be  added  the 
quinine  made  in  Java  and  India,  which  together  would 
make  an  annual  consumption  not  far  short  of  20.000,000  oz. 
The  consumption  is  steadily  growing  in  India,  seeing  that 
the  purchases  in  Holland  on  behalf  of  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment factories  have  so  far  this  year  amounted  to  15,630  kilos, 
of  quinine,  against  a  total  of  9,950  kilos,  for  the  whole  of 
1911.  The  London  stock  now  stands  at  4,115,800  oz.,  against 
3,663,488  oz. ,  or  453,312  oz.  more,  but  this  for  the  most 
part  is  in  firm  hands.  At  present  the  quinine-market  is  dull 
and  prices  arc  lower  than  they  were,  but  judging  from  the 
above  figures,  taken  from  tho  Amsterdam  bark-brokers' 
circulars,  the  statistical  position  appears  to  be  strong. 

"  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  of  May  31  records  the  failure 
of  the  attempt  to  bring  about  an  understanding  between  the 
Java  planters  and  European  quinine-makers.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  Syndicate  of  quinine-makers  sent  Herr 
Biichler  as  their  representative  to  Java  to  negotiate  with 
the  planters.  Herr  Buchler  was  authorised  to  say  that  if 
the  planters  would  agree  not  to  erect  a  new  quinine-factory 
in  Java  the  Syndicate  would  undertake  to  buy  bark  from 
them  sufficient  to  produce  550,000  kilos,  of  quinine  each 
year  for  the  next  three  years  at  5  cents  per  unit  per  cent, 
of  quinine  sulphate.  Any  bark  required  by  the  Syndicate 
beyond  this  amount  was  to  be  bourrht  in  the  open  market, 
but  the  planters  were  required  to  store  any  excess  bark 
they  produced  and  not  to  mortgage  it.  The  combined  out- 
put of  the  Syndicate  of  makers  is  believed  to  be  650.000 
kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate  per  annum,  with  prospects  of  a 
considerable  increase.  The  journal  goes  on  to  say  that 
these  negotiations  having  failed,  it  seems  likely  that  Herr 
Van  Leersum's  new  method  of  extracting  quinine  will  be 
put  into  operation  by  the  planters,  and  a  central  factory 
opened  to  refine  the  crude  quinine  so  obtained.  A  meeting 
of  planters  representing  an  annual  output  of  250,000  kilos, 
of  quinine  has  already  been  held  to  discuss  plans,  and  in 
view  of  the  possible  erection  of  a  Government  quinine- 
factory,  Heir  Lovink.  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  is  to  be 
fully  informed  of  the  decisions  arrived  at  at  the  meeting. 
It.  is  expected  that  3.75  cents  per  unit  per  cent,  will  be 
obtained  for  bark  this  month.

Mr.  Rudolf  Petri,  of  Messrs.  Petri  Bros,  chemical  mer- 
chants and  agents,  39  Lime  Street,  London,  E.< '..  died 
this  (Thursday)  morning,  at  his  residence  at  Bcckenhaiu. 
from  pleurisy.  He  had  been  a  sufferer  from  lung-trouble 
for  rather  over  twelve  months.  Born  at  Offenbach  fifty- 
five  years  ago,  Mr.  Petri,  together  with  his  brother  Fritz, 
came  to  London  over  thirty  years  ago,  and  after  a  short 
period  with  Messrs.  F.  W.  Berk  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  they  estab- 
lished themselves  in  business  on  their  own  account  in  1884  as 
chemical  merchants  and  agents  at  39  Lime  Street,  E.G.  The 
firm  represented  several  Continental  houses  for  barium  and 
potassium  salts  and  other  technical  chemicals,  also  Mr. 
Carl  Jager,  of  Dusseldorf.  for  dyes.  Mr.  Petri  was  exceed- 
ingly well  liked  in  the  chemical-trade,  and  general  regret 
is  expressed  at  his  death.  Mr.  Petri  leaves  a  widow,  son, 
and  daughter.  The  business  will  be  continued  by  his 
brother,  Mr.  Fritz  Petri,  and  deceased's  son,  Mr.  Frank 
Petri.

The  Shops  Act,  1912. 

Sir, — Seeing  your  reply  to  a  correspondent  in  last  week's 
C.  <L-  D.  regarding  locums  and  their  meal-hours,  and  your 
advice  to  those  situated  as  your  correspondent  to  write  to 
the  Home  Secretary,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  acted  on  it, 
and  I  hope  others  also.  I  pointed  out  the  hardship  it  would 
be  to  those  chemists  who,  like  myself,  are  single-handed, 
and  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  us  to  provide 
a  second  locum,  apart  from  expense,  merely  to  relieve  the 
one  in  charge  at  meal-times  only.  I  have  had  the  usual 
printed  acknowledgment  that  my  letter  "  shall  receive  due 
attention."  My  object  in  writing  to  you  is  to  bring  the 
subject  before  those  similarly  situated  (in  case  they  missed 
your  reply  ref erred  to  above),  and  to  ask  them  also  to 
write  to  the  Home  Secretary,  so  that  in  any  amendment 
to  the  Act  he  may  be  induced  to  exempt  locums  from  the 
meal-times  clause.  \  ours,

An  Assistant's  Qualification. 

Sir, — "  Scrutator"  raises  the  old  question  which  others 
beside  me  have  advocated  for  years  on  the  Irish  plan  of 
the  Intermediate  examination  which  would  qualify  such 
men  at  the  age  of  eighteen  or  nineteen.  As  the  Irish  say, 
the  plan  is  all  merits  and  no  demerits.  Newly  qualified 
(Minor)  men  are  generally  loud  in  objecting  to  it;  but  they 
like  the  idea  before  they  pass  the  Minor.  It  will  come  in 
time  :  only  it  does  take  such  a  time  in  England  to  get  the 
chemists  who  would  benefit  to  take  an  interest  and  demand 
it.  More  prosecutions  bv  the  Society  would  rouse  their 
interest.  Until  then  they  are  like  the  London  painter  at 
election  time — he'd 

"  Take  a  pint  o'  half  and  half 
And  leave  the  whole  affair  to  mister."

Sir,— I  cmite  agree  with  "  Xrayser  II."  that  the  creation 
of  an  assistant's  qualification  would  be  a  retrograde  step, 
but  it  does  not  follow  that  it  would  be  inimical  to  the 
well-being  of  pharmacy  or  against  the  interests  of  employer 
or  employe.  Tho  creation  of  an  assistant's  qualification 
would  be  a  stepping-stone  to  higher  things,  and  induave 
to  obtaining  full  honours.  At  present  it  is  all  or  nothing. 
A  compulsory  apprenticeship,  an  examination  at  the  end 
of  apprenticeship,  and  a  further  examination  after  two 
years,  with  the  right  to  sell  and  dispense  Part  II.  poisons 
in  the  shop  of  a  duly  qualified  pharmacist,  might  do  some- 
thing towards  reducing  the  number  of  uncertificated  drug- 
store proprietors.  "  The  law  as  it  stands,"  as  "Xrayser' 
says,  "if  administered  in  accordance  with  its  spirit  and 
intention  without  adherence  to  the  strict  letter,  inflicts  on 
us  no  hardship."  Agreed.  But  the  couple  of  pharmacists 
from  up  North,  of  whom  I  spoke  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  have  reason 
to  complain  of  the  strict  letter,  and  seeing  that 
penalties  are  paid— like  the  Inland  Revenue  fines,  very 
frequently— without  any  publication,  there  may  be  many- 
more  w  ho  similarly  have  reason  to  complain.  The  penalties 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  by  the  way,  are  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  crime.  It  is  a  pity  that  when  all  such 
cases  are  settled  out  of  court  there  is  no  publication  of 
the  offences  to  act  as  a  warning  to  others  ;  of  course,  then 
the  fine-collectors  would  suffer.  Granted  that  a  pharmacy 
is  bona  fide  managed  by  a  pharmacist  upon  whom  the 
burden  of  the  consequences  falls  in  case  of  error,  it  ought 
to  concern  no  one  as  to  who  sells  the  poison,  or  at  least  a 
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Part  II.  poison.  Behind  the  dispensing-counter  anyone 
may  dispense  the  most  violent  drugs,  the  most  powerful 
poisons  ;  the  responsibility  is  on  the  proprietor,  and  for  his 
own  sake,  without  any  cant  about  the  public  safety,  he  is 
going  to  see  to  it  that  the  man  employed  is  a  capable  man, 
certificated  or  not.  Surely  the  average  pharmacist  is  as 
well  fitted  to  form  as  good  an  estimate  of  a  man's  ability 
as  the  examiner  at  Bloomsbury  with  his  few  hours  of 
tricky  questions  and  prescriptions  !  If  the  public  want 
better  protection,  then  let  the  public  pay  for  it.  At  present 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  are  administered  without  any  cost  to 
them  ;  at  present  we  subscribe  to  a  Society  to  send  their 
inspectors  into  our  own  pharmacies.  Do  we  urge  the 
Society  at  our  own  cost  to  prosecute  us  for  not  compound- 
ing medicines  according  to  the  B.P.,  which  is  part  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  ?  No.  We  rightly  leave  that  to  the  Food 
and  Drugs  inspector,  appointed  and  paid,  not  by  us,  but 
by  the  public.  The  Society  should  exist  for  our  protection 
and  defence.  Read  the  Royal  Charter  of  1843  and  see. 
May  I  thank  "  Scrutator"  and  "  Ph.C."  for  their  remarks 
in  your  issue  of  May  25  ?

The  Future  of  the  N.U.A.P. 
Sir,— I   feel  that  the  best  service  that  can  now  be 
done  the  N.U.A.P.  is  to  speak  out  plainly.    I  speak  for 
myself,  but  I  am  one  of  a  body  of  men  who  have  given 
time  and  thought  and  labour  to  endeavour  to  establish 
an  assistants'  movement  adequate  to  present  needs,  which 
while  economic  in  character,  should  be  national  in  its 
outlook,  and  which  would  serve  to  focus  pharmaceutical 
opinion  and  aspiration  in  that  section  which  to-day  is 
largely   inarticulate  and  indifferent.    1  submit  that  the 
tew  who  have  been  active  have  done  wonderfully  well 
and  something  has  resulted  from  our  labours;  but  from 
our  last  balance-sheet  it  is  plain  to  see  that  our  member- 
ship is  a  rapidly  diminishing  quantity,  and  that  unless 
something  definite  is  done  soon,  we  shall  cease  to  count 
as  an  organisation. 

That  the  N.U.A.P.  should  be  allowed  to  fizzle  out  in 
view  of  what  a  virile  assistants'  movement  could  accom- 
plish for  the  benefit  of  pharmacy  is  a  possibility  which 
many  of  us  deplore.  The  N.U.A.P.  has  passed  through 
that,  stage  of  fussy  effervescence  which  it  seems  impossible 
to  dissociate  from  a  new  movement,  and  is  now  capable  of 
settling  down  to  quiet  work  with  more  of  thought  behind 
it  and  less  of  the  beating  of  the  big  drum  of  empty 
advertisement.  What  is  wrong  with  the  N.U  A  P  ' 
W  hy  has  it  failed  to  attract  assistant  pharmacists  ?  Could 
TrfV^i?* V?  a"  exPression  ot'  opinion  of  just  what  the 
N.U.A.P.  should  stand  for,  and  what  methods  it  should 
adopt,  and  this  without  passion  and  prejudice,  and  with 
a  view  of  giving  new  life  and  a  new  impetus  to  the 
movement  ? 

At  the  recent  conference  of  the  organised  clerks,  the 
President  stated  that  they  existed  to  create  backbone 
in  elerkdom.  and  awaken  in  it  a  corporate  soul.  Could 
not  the  N.U.A.P.  have  as  its  motive  power  some  such 
idea  for  pharmacy?  for  surely  we  are  not  less  in  need 
ot  it.  VVe  read  of  the  efficient  organisations  which  have 
been  newly  built  up  by  other  trades  and  crafts,  the  reports 
last  week  of  what  has  been  done  in  a  short  time  ba- 
ttle journalists,  clerks,  and  grocers'  assistants— these  new 
unions  with  adequate  membership  carrying  weight  and 
influence  in  their  own  sphere,  and  tackling  their  special 


problems  in  a  courageous  and  intelligent  way — and  we 
wonder  why  we  cannot  do  the  same.  Is  everything  well 
with  us.  or  do  we  lack  spirit,  or  do  we  lack  capacity  ? 
The  rank  and  file  of  assistant  pharmacists  have  allowed 
the  few  to  labour  and  spend  themselves  in  their  behalf 
without  offering  the  encouragement  of  an  increasing  mem- 
bership. My  object  in  writing  is  to  attempt  a  rally 
of  our  forces.  The  control  of  the  Union  has  come  back 
to  Birmingham,  where  it  had  its  birth.  We  in  Birming^ 
ham  are  willing  to  put  in  another  year's  big  effort  to 
get  the  Union  in  a  healthy  way ;  but  if  this  year  the 
rank  and  file  do  not  rally  to  our  support,  I  see  no  reason 
for  continuing  the  work. 

Whatever  the  deficiencies  of  the  Union,  come  in,  Mr. 
Assistant  Pharmacist,  and  play  a  man's  part  in  making 
them  good.  Idle  criticism  is  destructive  of  character  in 
men  and  movements.  We  have  newly  printed  literature 
for  those  who  feel  stirred  to  action  to  attempt  a  canvass 
of  their  neighbourhood.  The  subscription  is  3.s.  6d.,  and 
the  Hon.  General  Secretary  is  Mr.  F.  Bentley,  M.P.S., 
10  Oxford  Road,  Erdington,  Birmingham.  If  our  mem- 
bers are  interested  in  the  Chemists'  Friendly  Society  they 
could  make  of  their  branch  a  local  committee,  and  thus 
have  an  additional  reason  for  coming  together.  Fellow 
assistant  pharmacists,  if  you  scrap  the  present  organisation 
it  will  take  you  many  years  to  start  a  new  one,  and  when 
you  get  started  it  will  take  some  time  to  clear  the  track 
of  side-issues  to  enable  you  to  settle  down  to  the  main 
purpose  of  your  existence,  as  we  have  experienced  in  con- 
nection with  the  N.U.A.P.  At  this  time  of  change  and 
reconstruction  in  pharmacy,  you  could  serve  your  craft 
through  a  well-organised,  well-managed,  and  well-sup- 
ported union.    But  will  you  do  it  ?

Easlon's  Syrup. 
With  reference  to  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour's  quotations  from  a 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines  regarding  Easton's  syrup  and  questions  put  to 
Dr.  Tirard  about  its  origin,  it  is  only  fair  to  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn- Jones,  M.P.,  to  state  that  he  did  not  put  the  question, 
"  Do  you  not  agree  that  Easton's  syrup  was  a  proprietary 
medicine?"  This  attributing  of  the  question  to  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  is  an  error  in  the  report  from  which  Mr.  Gilmour 
quoted. 

A  Would-be  "  Bagman.'" 
There  is  an  adage  to  the  effect  that  commercial  travellers 
are  born,  not  made.  We  recently  inserted  an  advertisement 
in  the  O.  d-  D.  for  an  experienced  representative.  The  follow- 
ing extract  from  the  application  of  a  would-be  "bagman" 
is  amusing  :  "  Although  I  have  not  been  on  the  road  before. 
I  know  the  names  of  all  the  principal  chemists  throughout 
the  country.  I  might  add  that  having  toured  a  great  deal 
on  a  bicycle  all  over  southern  England,  that  geographically 
I  know  the  principle  (sic)  towns,  and  when  passing  through 
have  often  looked  out  the  chemists'  shops."— Duorts  (193/32). 
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Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  1912,  pp.  435  to  4S4, 
where  most  legal  difficulties  are  anticipated,  before  writing 
about  your  difficulty. 

E.  M.  C.  (197/57).— Chemists  in  business  on  their  own 
account  whose  incomes  are  under  16(M.  per  annum  do  not 
require  to  insure  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  but 
they  may  become  voluntary  contributors. 

Legatee  (189/33). — The  sole  executor  of  a  will  refuses  either 
to  prove  the  will  or  to  renounce  probate.  What  procedure 
should  the  next-of-kin  adopt  in  order  to  prove  the  will? 
[The  next-of-kin  should  apply  in  the  Principal  Probate 
Registry  for  the  issue  of  a  citation  calling  upon  the  executor 
to  accept  probate  of  the  will  ;  and,  on  his  failing  to  do  so, 
the  Court  will  decree  administration,  with  the  w  ill  annexed, 
to  a  residuary  legatee  or  next-of-kin.  A  solicitor  should  be 
instructed.] 

Southport.  (195/72).— Section  3  (4)  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  lays  down  two  chief  conditions  on  which 
companies  may  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist— viz.,  (1)  the  business  must  be  under  the  control  of  a 
superintendent  who  is  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  (2)  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  must  conduct  the 
business  in  every  premises.  We  understand  from  your  letter 
that  two  of  the  three  shops  have  qualified  men  in  them  as 
managers,  while  a  third  has  an  unqualified  man.  so  that,  the 
law  is  not  complied  with.  The  use  by  the  company  of  the 
title  "Chemists"  on  the  emulsion  label  means  that  in 
addition  to  the  requirements  (1)  and  (2)  the  superintendent 
of  the  company  must  be  a  director  of  it.  Every  day  the 
shop  is  kept  open  under  the  present  conditions  there  is  an 
infringement  of  the  law.  The  foot-bath  powder  envelone 
will  have  no  bearing  upon  the  company's  business,  as  it  is 
a  separate  concern. 

Sho2)s  Act:  Questions  and  Answers. 

Albury  (30/23)  employs  an  errand-boy  without  an  assistant 
or'  apprentice.  He  wants  to  take  a  fortnight's  holiday, 
during  which  time  a  locum  will  be  employed.  Will  it  be 
legal  for  this  assistant  to  take  his  dinner  and  tea  in  the 
shop?  [Yes;  but  he  is  required  to  have  an  "interval"  of 
forty-five  minutes  for  dinner  between  11.30  a.m.  and  2.30 
P.M.,  and  half  an  hour  for  tea  between  4  P.M.  and  7  p.m. 
This  is  another  instance  of  the  need  for  appealing  to  the 
Home  Secretary,  as  we  suggested  last  week.] 

M.  J.  (197/61)  states  that  in  his  town  the  months  of  July. 
August,  September,  and  December  have  been  fixed  by  his 
local  authority  under  Section  11  for  the  suspension  of  half- 
holidav  conditions.  The  first,  three'  months  are  no  use  to 
"  M.  J.,"  and  he  intends  giving  his  assistant  the  half-day's 
holiday.  He  asks  if  he  is  compelled  to  give  the  assistant  a 
fortnight's  holiday  on  full  pay  if  the  assistant  does  not  get 
the  half-holiday  in  two  consecutive  weeks  in  August.  [A 
fortnight's  holiday  on  full  pay  will  make  the  employment 
of  the  assistant,  on  two  consecutive  half-holidays  legal,  pro- 
vided a  notice  to  that  effect  is  exhibited  in  the  shop.  Other- 
wise the  course  proposed  is  illegal.] 

Brixton  (196/31).  — (1)  A  chemist  may  keep  his  shop  door 
open  on  the  closing  day  and  sell  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances  provided  the  proper  notices  are 
exhibited.  (2)  There  is  no  definition  of  "  medicine  "  in  the 
Act,  and  a  medicine  which  is  for  the  prevention  of  illness 
may,  like  any  other,  be  sold  during  closing  hours.  The  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  the  medicine  is  required  in  a  case 
of  illness  is  secondary  with  reference  to  medicines — see 
Section  4  (7),  where  reference  to  illness  occurs — but  it.  covers 
any  article  whatsoever.  (3)  A  shop  may  be  fully  lighted 
up  and  the  red  lamp  lighted  during  closing  hours,  and  the 
regulation  notice  exhibited,  if  the  shop  is  open  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  exempted  articles,  provided  the  local  authority 
does  not  make  a  condition  to  the  contrary  under  a  closing 
order  made  in  accordance  with  Section  4  (6). 

D.  L.  (195/24)  does  not  agree  with  us  that  the  Section  10  (1) 
notice  is  required  by  chemists  who  close  their  places  of 
business  on  the  half-holiday  and  only  open  them  to  supply 
medicines  in  cases  of  urgency.  He  adds  :  "  I  am  sure  the 
notices  were  never  meant  for  cases  of  this  sort.  The  word- 
ing is  contradictory.  I  had  a  chat  with  the  local  inspector 
under  the  Act,  and  he  was  of  the  same  opinion.  Both  he 
and  I  were  of  opinion  that  those  notices  should  only  be  used 
in  cases  where  the  shop  is  kept,  open,  or  when  someone 
is  constantly  on  duty.  It  would  be  the  height  of  absurdity 
for  a  chemist,  to  rush  into  his  shop  and  show  his  two 
notices  before  starting  to  serve  a  customer  with  a  pound 
of  linseed-meal  at  tea-time  on  closing  day.  I  am  rather 
surprised  at  you  reading  the  Act.  in  that  way.  I  am  sorry 
to  find  a  few  chemists  here  and  there  keeping  someone  on 
duty,  although  they  have  so  little  dispensing.  The  doctors 
about  here  take  a  half-holiday  weekly.    Surely,  if  they  can, 


we  can."  [Our  correspondent's  contention  is  that  it  is  onlv 
when  the  shop  is  kept  open  all  day  that  the  notice  is 
necessary.  This  we  believe  to  be  wrong,  and  we  may  illus- 
trate it  thus :  A  chemist  closes  his  shop  for  a  half-holiday 
at  1.30  P.M.,  and  intimates  that  attendance  will  be  given 
from  7  to  8  p.m.  If  the  chemist  did  not  exhibit  the  notice 
he  would  be  keeping  open  between  7  and  8  unlawfully. 
So  also  we  submit  in  respect  to  any  shorter  period  in  which 
customers  are  served  during  closing  hours.  At  such  period 
the  shop  is  "  kept  open  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
and  Regulation  5  made  by  the  Home  Secretary  requires  that 
the  notice  shall  be  exhibited  in  some  conspicuous  place  on 
the  exterior  and  the  interior  of  the  shop.  With  the  absurdity 
of  the  thing  we  are  not  concerned.  Complaisant  inspectors 
exist,  so  do  those  who  will  have  the  law  administered  to  a 
point  of  absurdity;  hence  our  advice  to  all  chemists  is  to 
make  sure  by  having  the  notices  ready  to  exhibit  pro  re 
natu.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


L.  S.  IF.  W.  (188/69). — Read  the  business  chapters  in

G.  P.  (Valparaiso)  (194/56). — The  preparation  to  which  you 
refer  is  a  proprietary  article,  and  it  is  outside  our  province 
to  supply  a  formula  in  imitation. 

Vinum  (189/34). — Tape-worms  ix  Lambs. — See  C.  &  D.r 
June  19,  1909,  index  folio  964;  Julv  31,  1909,  index  folio  242; 
and  May  20,  1911,  index  folio  768. 

T.  A.  J.  (189/6).— (1)  Prolapse  of  Womb  ix  Bitch.— Medi- 
cine is  useless  in  this  condition,  and  it  is  not  certain  whether 
the  time  which  has  elapsed  has  not  rendered  operative  treat- 
ment inadvisable.  The  animal  should  be  taken  to  a 
veterinary  surgeon  who  has  specialised  in  the  treatment  of 
dogs.  (2)  Boot-polish  Formul.e — See  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  or  back  numbers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist — 
e.g.,  August  27,  1910,  index  folio  354,  where  fifteen  recipes 
were  given. 

Brixton  (196/31). — AVe  do  not  know  of  any  instance  where 
oxygenated  aerated  waters  have  produced  any  injurious- 
effect,  nor  do  we  think  that  any  harm  is  likely  to  result  from 
such  a  water  flavoured  with  lime-juice  syrup. 

Oxo  (256/7). — The  impurities  likely  to  be  present  in  Com- 
mercial Ferrous  Sulphate  are  any  mineral  constituents 
other  than  iron  sulphide  which  is  present  in  the  iron  pyrites, 
which  is  its  ultimate  source.  These  are  usually  ammonium, 
sodium,  magnesium  and  calcium  compounds,  salts  of  copper, 
zinc,  etc.,  and  earthy  constituents.  So  far  as  we  are  aware, 
there  is  no  usual  standard  for  commercial  qualities,  other 
than  that  the  price  for  a  large  lot  is  according  to  the  amount, 
of  ferrous  sulphate  present,  and  this  is  easily  judged  from 
the  appearance.  Your  .sample,  containing  18  per  cent. 
Na5SO.,,  5  per  oent.  (NH<)=S04,  and  35  per  cent,  FeSO,,  is  an 
impure  copperas,  but  is  not  "  ferrous  sulphate." 

Mountaineer  (188/37). — There  is  nothing  unusual  about  the 
pills.    Mass  with  glycerin  of  tragacanth. 

Science  (196/61). — We  do  not  find  the  name  of  the  American 
university  mentioned  by  you  in  a  list  of  reputable  univer- 
sities. It  is  not  customary  for  men  of  standing  in  any  pro- 
fession to  use  degrees  obtained  from  other  than  reputable 
sources.

Ozone. 

In  a  Jetter  to  Professor  Faraday,  Schonbein  writes: 
"  After  many  fruitless  attempts  at  isolating  ozone  from  an 
ozonide,  I  have  at  last  succeeded  in  performing  that  exploit; 
and  have  also  found  out  simple,  tests  for  distinguishing  with 
the  greatest  ease  ozone  from  its  antipode,  antozone.  As  to 
the  production  of  ozone  by  purely  chemical  means,  the  whole 
secret  consists  in  dissolving  pure  manganate  of  potash  in 
pure  oil  of  vitriol,  and  introducing  into  the  green  solution 
pure  peroxide  of  barium,  when  ozone,  mixed  with  common 
oxygen,  will  make  its  appearance,  as  you  may  easily  per- 
ceive by  your  nose  and  other  tests.  By  means  of  the  ozone 
so  prepared  I  have  rapidly  oxidised  silver  at  the  tempera- 
ture of  -20°  C,  and  by"  inhaling  it  produced  a  capital 
'  catarrh.'  " 
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
